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Gay fraud shrink 
suspect busted 
in Canada, faces

m fugitive San Francisco gay man 
n who allegedly posed as a psy- 
mjk chiatrist and prescribed power- 
mm ful psychiatric drugs to his 
trusting patients was apprehended 
last month in Canada on outstanding 
felony and misdemeanor charges. 

Lonnie Dean Lewis remains in the 
custody of the Royal Canadian Mount¬ 
ed Police in Montreal, Quebec after his 
October 30 arrest. He will be the sub- 
jot of either deportation or extradition 
proceedings to San Francisco, the Bay 
Area Reporter has confirmed, 

Lewis, who operated Health Con¬ 
stellation, a Civic Center area health 
clinic, was the subject of a 213-count 
warrant issued last March, following 
a ten-month investigation by the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney office’s special prosecu¬ 
tions section, the California State 
Medical Board, and other state and 
local agencies. 

Health Constellation advertised in 
the gay press that it provided a full 
range of healthcare, including med¬ 
ical, nursing, mental health and social 
work services for people with 
H1V/AIDS. 

Lewis was allegedly able to dupe 
local pharmacies into filing prescrip¬ 
tions by using stolen prescription 
pads and a dispensing license number 
stolen from a real physician. 

According to sources, Lewis was so 
good at his alleged con job that he 
convinced at least one drug company 
salesman to leave free samples of 
drugs at the clinic, which specialized 
in low-income patients. 

Lewis routinely dispensed drugs 
for psychiatric afflictions, ranging 
from simple anxiety to more serious 
psychiatric conditions such as major 
depression, schizophrenia, and 
manic-depressive psychoses, accord¬ 
ing to the complaint. 

No estimates of how much money 
Lewis defrauded from his patients 
were available when the story was ini¬ 
tially reported earlier this year. 
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Basher jump

A convicted gay basher has be¬ 
come a fugitive after failing 
to turn himself in to serve a 
six month county jail sen¬ 
tence on misdemeanor hate crime 
and assault charges. 

Jonathan Bell, 22, failed to turn 
himself in to the custody of the 
San Francisco Sheriff’s authorities 
at the county jail processing center 
at 850 Bryant Street on Thursday, 
November 14, as ordered by Mu¬ 
nicipal Court Judge Julie Tang. 

Bell was sentenced November 
6 to a year in county jail, suspend¬ 
ed down to six months, plus three 
years probation, restitution, coun¬ 
seling, and apologies to Ronald 
Bennett, the victim of the October 
1995 South of Market assault. Co¬ 
defendant John Cody Lee’s one 
year sentence was suspended 
down to five months. 

Tang also ordered Bell and Lee, 


also 22, to apologize to the entire 
San Francisco lesbian and gay 
community for the attack, in the 
form of a letter or an announce¬ 
ment in the gay press. 

Bennett, a University of Cali¬ 
fornia San Francisco transplant 
team operating nurse, had been 
walking from the Lone Star Sa¬ 
loon to the SF Eagle, dressed in a 
leather jacket and pants, when 
four men jumped out of a car and 
assaulted him. Bennett’s life was 
threatened during the round- 
robin attack, in which he was 
pushed and beaten by the as¬ 
sailants, who used repeated anti¬ 
gay slurs 

Three East Bay men were ar¬ 
rested waiting in line at a local 
nightclub later that evening and 
were eventually brought to trial in 
connection with the crime. Ac-

Film, march, opera 



T hose who knew the late San Francisco 
Supervisor Harvey Milk will have a 
special opportunity to remember him, 
and those who never got to know him 
may learn some valuable and entertaining 
history, at a day-long commemoration of his 
legacy and assassination Wednesday, No¬ 
vember 27. 

The annual memorial candlelight march 
to mark Milk’s death will be preceded this 
year by a film, and followed by an opera, 
both of which tell the story of how he and 
Mayor George Moscone were shot 18 years 
ago by homophobic former Supervisor Dan 
White. 


The Castro Theatre will show the Acade¬ 
my Award-winning documentary The Times 
of Harvey Milk, introduced by its producer 
Rob Epstein, beginning at 4:40 p.m. 
Wednesday. 

At 6:30 p.m., several of Milk’s friends will 
participate in a program at the site of his for¬ 
mer camera shop, and political headquar¬ 
ters, at 575 Castro Street (between 18th and 
19th streets). The commemorative candle¬ 
light march will form in front of the shop be¬ 
fore heading up Castro to Market, and then 
down to 8th Street to end in front of the Or- 
pheum Theatre. 

The San Francisco Opera, which is using 


the Orpheum during renovations of the 
Opera House, is holding the curtain on a 
special performance of its production Har¬ 
vey Milk that night until 8:30 p.m., as a cour¬ 
tesy to marching operagoers. 

Both The Times of Harvey Milk and Har¬ 
vey Milk show the gay leader’s rise to politi¬ 
cal prominence despite deeply ingrained ho¬ 
mophobia in society, and his murder by 
White, a one-time fellow supervisor. White 
eventually killed himself, after serving only 
five years for the double murder. 

The annual commemorative march 
began the night of November 27, 1978 as a 
community response to the City Hall 
killings. That night’s march of over 40,000 
people from the Castro to City Hall is the 
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Gabbert vs. Wotman 
in new legal skirmish

%f| bert has filed a libel lawsuit 
against attorney Paul Wotman 
and former KOFY-TV worker 
Roger Mele, who filed a 1995 law¬ 
suit that sought civil damages 
from the controversial media 
mogul for sexual battery and ha¬ 
rassment. 

The lawsuit against Wotman, a 
prominent local gay attorney, 
comes shortly after a flurry of ac¬ 
tivity in the Mele case - including 
a last-minute trial continuance 
sought by Wotman and the resig¬ 
nation of an attorney in Wot- 
man’s law firm who had been as¬ 
signed to the case. 

Trial was scheduled for No¬ 
vember 12, but was continued 
until April 17 at Wotman’s re¬ 
quest. 

Wotman declined to discuss 
associate attorney Robert Lazo’s 
departure from his firm, and Lazo 
failed to respond to an inquiry 
from the Bay Area Reporter about 
the controversy. 

Wotman, Mele, and Lazo were 
named in the October 31 interfer¬ 
ence with economic advantage 
and libel lawsuit, which charges 
that Mele’s widely reported accu¬ 
sations of repeated on-the-job 
sexual battery and harassment by 
Gabbert were false. 

“These written and verbal alle¬ 
gations were false and defamatory 
and were made with malice and 
with reckless disregard of their 
falsity,” O’Sullivan charges in the 
complaint. 

“I’m not worried,” Wotman re¬ 
sponded. “This is just an attempt 
by Mr. Gabbert’s attorneys to co¬ 
erce my client into dropping his 
suit. We are prepared to go to 
trial.” 

Wotman said that he believes 
from depositions in the case that 
the defense will attempt to claim 
that Gabbert’s conduct was “not 
unwelcome sexual harassment” at 
trial. 

Hot tub hijinks 

Mele’s 1995 lawsuit detailed 
claims of sexual harassment by 
Gabbert against Mele, including a 
hot tub incident at Gabbert’s res¬ 
idence near the Russian River, 
when Gabbert said that he wanted 
to “suck [Mele’s] dick.” 

The lawsuit claims that Mele 
was restrained in the hot tub by a 
guest at the site and fondled by 
Gabbert - and when the guest 
stripped Mele of his underwear 
and attempted to orally copulate 
Mele, Gabbert grew enraged, 
pushed the man aside - and tried

to orally copulate Mele himself. 

According to the lawsuit, Mele 
escaped by punching Gabbert in 
the shoulder - which caused him 
to fall under the water. 

Mele’s lawsuit alleges that Gab¬ 
bert later told Mele the incident 
“never happened,” and gave him a 
raise to “persuade him not to raise 
objections to Gabbert’s sexual ad¬ 
vances.” 

Mele also claims in his lawsuit 
that Gabbert offered to buy him a 
car in exchange for sexual favors 
and offered trips to Mexico. Mele 
also claims he once quit his job as 
a traffic controller at the station 
because of the sexual harassment, 
but later returned when he had 
been assured it would cease. 

At the time the 1995 lawsuit 
was filed, Wotman told the Bay 
Area Reporter that the civil com¬ 
plaint detailed the “worst case” of 
sexual harassment he’d ever seen. 

“It involved gropings and 
touching and other sexual batter¬ 
ies, and the harassment was ongo¬ 
ing, continued, and repeated,” he 
said. 

Mele sued Gabbert a year after 
25-year-old Sean Sebring, a Santa 
Rosa man, alleged in a lawsuit that 
Gabbert had drugged his drink 
and then tried to rape him after 
he had been lured aboard Gab¬ 
bert’s yacht. 

Sebring was arrested and jailed 
after stalking Gabbert and trying 
to extort cash from him. Later, in 
a carefully worded statement, Se¬ 
bring apologized and retracted 
the allegations. He was given pro¬ 
bation for the crimes. 

Mele’s lawsuit later claimed 
that Gabbert had repeatedly told 
employees that he did try to oral¬ 
ly copulate Sebring, but that Se¬ 
bring ran away. 

No yacht club 

According to Gabbert’s per¬ 
sonal attorney Joe O’Sullivan, 


there is “no support for the claims 
or issues anticipated” in a press 
release Wotman distributed about 
the Mele lawsuit, and the allega¬ 
tions of sexual abuse alleged in 
the lawsuit were not borne out by 
investigation, by Mele’s sworn de¬ 
positions, or by the statements of 
witnesses. 

O’Sullivan accused the defen¬ 
dants of intentionally setting out 
to injure and damage Gabbert’s 
reputation and economic success 
in “a despicable, deliberate, cold, 
callous, and intentional manner.” 

O’Sullivan said that the lawsuit 
against Gabbert had caused “mil¬ 
lions of dollars” of losses in ad¬ 
vertising for his business in the 
final quarter of 1995, and that 
Gabbert was denied membership 
in the exclusive St. Francis Yacht 
Club because of Mele’s sensation¬ 
al claims. 

Wotman and the other two de¬ 
fendants committed the alleged 
libel and interference with Gab- 
bert’s economic advantages “ma¬ 
liciously, fraudulently and oppres¬ 
sively,” with the “wrongful intent” 
of injuring Gabbert with “im¬ 
proper and evil motive,” accord¬ 
ing to the lawsuit. 

Wotman also claimed that the 
statute of limitations for the alle¬ 
gations against him had expired - 
and dismissed the lawsuit as an 
“illegal attempt” to chill the right 
to talk about major issues facing 
the lesbian and gay community, 
such as same-sex workplace sexu¬ 
al harassment. 

A recent similar lawsuit filed 
against Wotman by former 
Pasqua manager Larry Mortensen 
was recently voluntarily dismissed 
by Mortensen. 

Mortensen, the defendant in a 
same-sex harassment suit by for¬ 
mer Pasqua worker Mark Meier 
that was eventually settled out of 
court, had charged that he was de¬ 
famed by when Wotman faxed a 
copy of a press release and a copy 
of the complaint to the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

According to Wotman, Gab¬ 
bert’s lawsuit violates the litiga¬ 
tion privilege that allows attor¬ 
neys to provide copies of com¬ 
plaints to reporters without fear 
of reprisal. 

Although a new state law was 
signed this year that protects such 
litigation privilege - after con¬ 
flicting court rulings - it does not 
go into effect until January. 

Wotman previously won a 
state Court of Appeal ruling dis¬ 
missing another defamation law¬ 
suit - filed by the parents of a con¬ 
victed San Jose gay-basher who 
alleged that Wotman defamed 
them in national talk show ac¬ 
counts of the incident. ▼

PWA leaves SFGH, 
dies in apparent 
hit-and-run accident

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A n African-American San 
Francisco man with AIDS- 
related dementia was found 
dead in the street Friday, Novem¬ 
ber 8, a short time after he walked 
out of San Francisco General 
Hospital (SFGH) and was discov¬ 
ered missing by hospital staff. He 
was apparently killed by a hit- 
and-run driver, according to 
records at the San Francisco Med¬ 
ical Examiner’s office. 

Clifford Trusty, 42, had been a 
patient at SFGH since November 
3, when he was admitted to Ward 
5C after suffering a seizure caused 
by severe kidney problems and 
HIV-related neuropathy. Medical 
examiner’s records state Trusty 
apparently informed hospital staff 
that he had not performed his 
daily dialysis for the past five days. 

According to coroner’s records, 
Trusty’s body was discovered by a 
taxicab driver November 8 at 
about 1:30 a.m., as he was driving 
his cab on Cesar Chavez Street 
near where it passes under High¬ 
way 101. Trusty’s hospital gown 
was covered in blood, and he was 
unconscious. Medics were dis¬ 
patched to the scene, and Trusty 
was taken back to SFGH, where it 
was discovered he suffered from 
“pelvic trauma,” and he was pro¬ 
nounced dead at 2:06 a.m. 

Trusty was identified as the 
person who “had discharged him¬ 
self unannounced against medical 
advice from Ward 5C just mo¬ 
ments earlier,” the medical exam¬ 
iner’s report stated. 

Hospital spokeswoman Gloria 
Rodriguez told the B.A.R. that 
there is an investigation in

progress regarding Trusty’s death. 

“We are investigating the case, 
as we do in all unusual occur¬ 
rences,” Rodriguez said, adding 
that administrators will determine 
what changes in hospital policies 
need to be made, if any, after the 
investigation is completed. 

Medical examiner’s records 
also indicate that the night before 
he died, Trusty had apparently 
tried to leave the hospital. He was 
escorted back to his room by his 
mother, Annie Trusty. He had 
called his mother and expressed 
his desire to have her pick him up 
and take him home. 

Rodriguez said hospital admin¬ 
istrators and physicians had met 
with Trusty’s family and pastor. 

“Certainly, we empathize with 
their grief and concerns,” Ro¬ 
driguez added. 

The coroner’s records state 
that Trusty, who had late-stage 
AIDS, left SFGH at about 1 a.m. 
November 8. A search was initiat¬ 
ed by hospital security after a 
nurse discovered him missing. 

“Despite physician’s orders not 
to allow the subject to leave the 


floor without an escort, he appar¬ 
ently did so on his own,” stated 
the medical examiner’s report. 

In addition to apparently not 
performing daily dialysis, Trusty 
had also told doctors that he had 
smoked marijuana that was prob¬ 
ably laced with cocaine shortly 
before suffering the seizure, death 
records state. T

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Tarty’ raises money 
for Visual AID artist

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A fter twice learning that his 
photographs on exhibit at 
San Francisco City Hall had 
been badly defaced by a vandal, 
Visual AID artist Michael John¬ 
stone finally got good news. On 
Friday, November 15, he was pre¬ 
sented with just over $700, col¬ 
lected through audience dona¬ 
tions at several performances of 
the hit comedy Party. 

Coincidentally, some of John¬ 
stone’s other photographs are 
being used as part of the Party set, 
along with artwork by other Visu¬ 
al AID artists. Johnstone, who 
lives with AIDS and is on a limit¬ 
ed income, said he was thrilled 
after learning about plans for the 
donation. 

“I think it’s marvelous and am 
really touched by it, especially 
since I don’t know any of the peo¬ 
ple involved,” Johnstone told the 
B.A.R. 

Johnstone said he’d almost for¬ 
gotten that some of his work was 
used as part of the set for the play. 

“My art’s been on the set for 
about three or four months now, 
and I just kind of forgot about it,” 
he said. 

Party , which has been in San 
Francisco since June, has raised 
over $10,000 for a variety of non¬ 
profit organizations. At the cur¬ 
tain call of every performance, the 
cast asks the audience to make a 
donation to the charity of the 
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week. 

Doug Rodgers, general manag¬ 
er for the production, told the 
B.A.R. that just over $700 was 
raised by audiences to give to 
Johnstone. Rodgers said cast and 
crew members of Party were 
angry when they learned of the 
vandalism, and decided to ask au¬ 
diences attending shows from No¬ 
vember 6 to 10 to make donations 
to help Johnstone. 

“Several pieces of art by him 
and his partner are used here, and 
we felt we owed it to him as fellow 
artists,” Rodgers said. “We stepped 
aside from our normal practice of 
picking groups for this one cause 
for the week.” 

Audiences have contributed to 
Shanti, Parents and Friends of 
Lesbians and Gays (PFLAG), Stop 
AIDS Project, the Names Project, 
Pets are Wonderful Support 
(PAWS), the AIDS Emergency 
Fund, the Visiting Nurse Associa¬ 
tion, and Project Inform. 

Now, they’ve helped out John¬ 
stone as well. He’s estimated the 
damage to his defaced pho¬ 
tographs at several hundred dol¬ 
lars. 

An unknown person or per¬ 
sons vandalized 11 of Johnstone’s 


photographs, a series entitled 
“Mrs. Vera’s Daybook,” both 
puncturing them with a pointed 
object and scraping them with a 
flat object. The two incidents oc¬ 
curred October 17 and 30 on the 
third floor of City Hall, which has 
security guards who regularly pa¬ 
trol the area as well as search peo¬ 
ple for weapons as they exit the el¬ 
evators. 

Police reports of the vandalism 
have been made and the case is 
being investigated. 

The photographs have been 
left on display, and Johnstone is 
adamant they will remain up until 
the exhibit ends on December 1. 
He’s at a loss to explain why 
someone would deface his pic¬ 
tures, which show his partner 
David Faulk dressed in drag. 

Johnstone’s pictures are just 
part of the “There’s Art in City 
Hall” exhibit that Supervisor 
Leslie Katz arranged in conjunc¬ 
tion with Visual AID/Artists for 
AIDS Relief. 

Rodgers said that the decision 
to help Johnstone was made be¬ 
fore cast and crew members 
learned of the second vandalism 
incident, and are glad they decid¬ 
ed to help the artist. T 


Montagnier to open SF 
AIDS center mayor reports

an Francisco Mayor Willie 
. Brown and Professor Luc 
Montagnier, co-discoverer 
of the virus that causes AIDS and 
president of the Paris, France- 
based World Foundation for 
AIDS Research, have agreed to es¬ 
tablish a combined AIDS research 
and treatment facility in San 
Francisco. 

The announcement was made 
Friday, November 15, as Brown 
was winding up his goodwill and 
trade mission to Paris. It may be 
one of the most substantial efforts 
of the mayor’s week-long trip to 
the City of Light. 

Montagnier is recognized 
around the world as a pioneer in 
AIDS research, and credited with 
“co-discovering” HIV in the mid- 
1980s. Montagnier is also a pro¬ 
fessor at France’s prestigious Pas¬ 
teur Institute. 

Specifics of the proposed re¬ 
search and treatment facility, such 
as its location and size, were not 
immediately available. Funding 
for the facility was also not men¬ 
tioned in Brown’s announcement. 

Plans call for the San Francisco 
site to be part of the worldwide 
network of research and treat¬ 
ment centers currently being set 
up on each continent by the 
World Foundation for AIDS Re¬ 
search. The San Francisco center 
would be the foundation’s first 
North American site. 

“I am delighted that Dr. Mon¬ 
tagnier has selected San Francisco 
as the ideal site for his North 
American research center,” Brown 
said last Friday. “With our patient 
base, with our accessibility to fed¬ 
eral and state research funds, and 
with full cooperation from the 
mayor’s office guaranteed, San 
Francisco is the logical choice for 
this endeavor.” 

Brown and a delegation of San 


Francisco researchers and doctors 
accompanying him on last week’s 
Paris trip met with Montagnier 
and senior researchers at the 
foundation’s Paris clinic, and then 
at the Pasteur Institute, for more 
than two hours last Friday after¬ 
noon. 

The agreement was a result of 
those discussions, as well as of a 
private meeting between Brown, 
Montagnier, and Dr. Edward Van 
Brunt, president of the board of 
trustees for the San Francisco- 
based French Foundation for 
Medical Research and Education. 

The goal of the World Founda¬ 
tion is to add new force to the 
fight against AIDS by mobilizing 
private initiatives worldwide as a 
complement to measures taken by 
public authorities. 

The foundation intends to seek 
out and support innovative re¬ 
search that will lead to rapid de¬ 
velopment of medical solutions 
concerning both therapeutics and 
vaccines. The foundation pro¬ 
vides support for people living 
with AIDS and encourages and 
supports education aimed at pre¬ 
vention of the disease. 

“Dr. Montagnier’s research fa¬ 
cility will enhance San Francisco’s 
already large cadre of committed 
AIDS research superstars, includ¬ 
ing Drs. Paul Volberding, Marcus 
Conant, Edward Murphy, and Jay 
Levy of UCSF, just to name a few,” 
Brown said. 

Montagnier plans to establish 
a network of research centers 
throughout the world, with loca¬ 
tions in Europe, Africa, Asia, and 
the United States. Currently, there 
are centers in Paris and Ivory 
Coast, in western Africa. 

The San Francisco-based 
French Foundation for Medical 
Research and Education provides 
support to the city’s medical com¬ 
munity in the form of grants for 
research and educational projects. 
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Thanks giving time, for real 


A s we start heading into the holiday 
season that yawns before us, it is with 
much less depression than in recent 
years. For once, there’s something to be truly 
thankful for this Thanksgiving - the combi¬ 
nation therapies that are extending the lives 
of people with HIV - and there’s a reason to 
mark World AIDS Day as more than just an¬ 
other year wasted in a losing battle. 

The feeling that we are beginning to get 
a grip on AIDS must be like deja vu to those 
who remember when the world learned 
how to eradicate polio. They must have felt 
a similar sense of awe, discovering that 
some fellow human beings are smart 
enough to know how to use test tubes and 
beakers and laboratory animals to come up 
with an antidote to a rampant killer. 

But there are also significant differences. 
For one thing, the pharmaceutical compa¬ 
nies that fought polio seemed more con¬ 
cerned with justifying their existence before 
God and humanity than to their stockhold¬ 
ers. That does not appear to be the case these 
days, and the new AIDS breakthroughs are 
still far too expensive to help most of the 
people on the planet infected with HIV. It is 
impossible to predict how many decades 
may pass before the disease it truly con¬ 
quered around the world, but policymakers 
would do well to look at the example of tu¬ 
berculosis, rather than polio, when deter¬ 
mining the resources they want to commit. 

TB, like polio, was once considered a dis¬ 
ease of the past. Unfortunately, the world¬ 
wide commitment to its eradication was too 
slack - so instead of wiping it out, we mere¬ 
ly allowed it to become drug-resistant. It is 
easy to imagine the same thing happening 
with HIV without a strong international ef¬ 
fort to make therapy widely available. 

(Of course, as we’ve said before, only 
prevention can globally eradicate HIV for 


now; medicines may work in individual 
human bodies, but that slow, expensive, and 
difficult process is no substitute for 
safer sex and safer drug use.) , 

Now is the time for anyone 
who wonders about their own 
serostatus to find out for sure: it’s 
not like ten years ago when the - 
only test available was of question¬ 
able benefit and almost unlimited peril. 

In those days some feared, and with good 
reason, a positive test result 
would get them locked up in a 
quarantine camp designed by 
Lyndon La Rouche or Jesse 
Helms. Times have changed, however, and 
we know now that early intervention makes 
a huge difference in life quality and duration, 



so there is no reason to avoid getting tested. 

Anyone who is confused about so much 
good news in such a short time (and who 
wonders why there is no “standard of 
care” yet devised) may want to read 
the impressive articles on the subject 
by Bob Roehr and Stephen LeBlanc, 
on pages 22-23. They will add a lift to 
your Thanksgiving that will beat any 
amount of Aunt Edna’s candied yams. 
^ One more thing: if all this good 
news puts you in a charitable 
mood - and it should - you 
might want to share your hap¬ 
piness by helping with Tender¬ 
loin Tessie’s Thanksgiving Feast for the less 
fortunate.

s a Texan, I feel fortunate to have at¬ 
tended the San Francisco premiere of 
the opera Harvey Milk on November 
9th. This opera can literally change the be¬ 
liefs and invigorate the spirits of anyone 
who sees it. Everyone involved with this 
opera and its San Francisco production is to 
be congratulated for its excellence and com¬ 
mended for their courage in commission¬ 
ing the work, since modern operas are fre¬ 
quently not well attended - especially newer 
works about such controversial subjects. 

Unfortunately, Harvey Milk ticket sales are 
apparently below expectations. Which brings 
me to more discouraging information. 

The San Francisco Opera says there are no 
plans to videotape or to telecast this season’s 
production of Harvey Milk. Furthermore, 
there are no plans to revive it next season. The 
reason, I was told, is the general “lack of in¬ 
terest” by both the San Francisco Opera’s cor¬ 
porate sponsors and by the San Francisco gay 
and lesbian community. Without a commer¬ 
cially available video, the Harvey Milk born 
in San Francisco on September 9 will most 
likely die in a San Francisco Opera closet 
after its last performance of the season 
on November 30. Why? Well, if each 
of the opera’s scheduled eight San 
Francisco premiere performances 
were sold out, only around 21,000 
people would see the opera, since 
the maximum capacity of the the¬ 
atre is about 2,500 per per¬ 
formance. 

Yes, Teldec is appar¬ 
ently going to release an 
audio-only CD of the 
opera, but complete opera CD sets fre¬ 
quently sell less than 10,000 sets. So without 
a video, only around 30,000 people are like¬ 
ly to have an opportunity to see or hear the 
San Francisco premiere production! This is 


a tragedy, since only a videotape will enable 
this opera to be seen by a sufficient number 
of individuals in order for it to bring about 
the positive worldwide social change which 
I believe it is capable of producing. 
It’s clear that chances of a 
videotape are slim at best, but I 
i cannot think of a more fitting 
' legacy to Harvey Milk the man 
or to San Francisco. If 
there is to be any hope of 
a video of the San Fran¬ 
cisco production, it will 
be up to gay and lesbian 
San Franciscans to make it happen by im¬ 
mediately working with the Opera, its 
board, staff, artists, unions, potential cor¬ 
porate sponsors, etc. And even if funding 
were obtained, there is no guarantee that 


the Corporation for Public Broadcasting 
and the Public Broadcasting Service (who 
usually telecast one San Francisco Opera 
production each year) would even agree to 
telecast it since CPB has had its federal 
funding recently reduced for reasons which 
include broadcasting programs about les¬ 
bians and gays. 

My life partner and two friends will be 
with me in San Francisco to see the No¬ 
vember 24th performance of Harvey Milk. 
My advice to San Franciscans is to get tick¬ 
ets now through whatever means necessary 
- use your plastic; hock your watch; sell the 
BMW. Just see it and be rejuvenated. 

Then, maybe a way might be found to 
get this production videotaped so that the 
rest of the world will come out for equality 
for all peoples. T

Transsexuals and GID 

Transsexuals in Oregon now have protection 
against discrimination in the areas of employment, 
housing and public accommodation based upon Ore¬ 
gon state law, which prohibits discrimination against 
individuals with a disability, including “a physical or 
mental impairment that substantially limits life ac¬ 
tivities only as a result of the attitude of others toward 
such impairment.” 

The National Center for Lesbian Rights and the 
International Gay and Lesbian Human Rights Com¬ 
mission are campaigning to eliminate the American 
Psychiatric Association’s diagnosis of Gender Identi¬ 
ty Disorder, citing unsubstantiated claims that hun¬ 
dreds of gay, lesbian, bisexual and transgendered 
youth are hospitalized each year with GID. This cam¬ 
paign threatens the legal rights of Oregon transsexu¬ 
als: without the diagnosis for transsexual¬ 
ism, we will cease to have a recognized 
mental disorder and will no longer be 
protected by the state law prohibiting 
discrimination on the basis of disability. 

Transsexuals in Oregon are adamantly 
opposed to psychiatric treatment and/or 
hospitalization of queer youth to change 
sexual orientation or gender identity. We 
are, however, equally opposed to the 
abuse and neglect of transsexual youth 
and adults which would result from the loss of the only 
medical diagnosis on which sex-reassignment proce¬ 
dures are prescribed for transsexualism.

Phony altruism, senseless attack 

I was sickened and saddened to learn from you last 
week of the senseless attack on the Director of the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation by ACT UP[/SF]. In¬ 
creasingly, it seems the melodrama of San Francisco 
politics is utterly without soul, compassion, or even 
common sense. 

This is a far cry from the passion, poetry, and 
power from which ACT UP was founded. Only last 
month New York was witness to a prideful ACTion 
with the symbolic scattering of ashes. But ACT UP’s 
demonstrations have also been more than metaphor¬ 
ic: they proved part of a groundswell of activism 
which forced Reagan to utter AIDS in public after 
more than a half decade of denial; to hasten the FDA 
to test and approve drugs rather than allow increasing 
numbers of women and men to die; and to keep up 
the pressure for research funding increases, particu¬ 
larly of Clinton’s Administration. 

I would likely not be alive today, 11 years after di¬ 
agnosis, without in part the bold invention of both 
ACT UP and local HIV/AIDS intervention organiza¬ 
tions. The new fascist tactics of ACT UP only further 
remind me why I left the City for the ’burbs six years 
ago to reduce my stress: the phony altruism and utter 
lack of humanity of many ghetto activists I encoun¬ 
tered in my brief year in San Francisco left me more 
physically and emotionally unwell - isolated from my 
“community” - than I ever could imagine. 

The power of our struggle to fight AIDS and HIV 
can only occur with the positive intervention of our 
communities, our government, our doctors, our 
loved ones. The cat-atastrophe of the recent local 
demonstration is only a cruel and chilling reminder 
of the hatred and destruction we lived and died 
through in more conservative times: a force which 
threatens to be a cancer within, still today.

ACT UP/SF’s shit list 

I’ve just finished reading about David Pasquarelli 
throwing feces in someone’s face and ACT UP/San 
Francisco’s continuous slandering of AZT, D4T, 3TC 
and protease inhibitors. 

What is their problem? Are they blind? Ignorant? 
Or possibly a combination of the two? 

I am a 29-year-old HIV+ man who was on the 
verge of full-blown AIDS 21 months ago. In March 
1995 I was arrested and incarcerated at County Jail 
#2, 850 Bryant St. in SF. The reason for my arrest is 
irrelevant, but my road back to good health is not! 

The S.F. County Jail HIV specialist, Dr. Milton 
Estes, started me on AZT when my T-ceils were 231, 
and within six months my count had risen to over 500 
and my cell ratio percentage had climbed from 16% 
to 20%! As soon as D4T was made available, Dr. Estes 
added that to my medication regimen along with acy- 
colvir, and soon after that 3TC was added also. 

I’ve recently had a viral load performed, and after 
undergoing triple anti-retroviral therapy, my viral 
load was under 500, which is an undetectable level 
with the test being used. Also, my cell percentage is 
up to 25%, and my T-cells have remained in the 400- 
to-500 range for the last 15 months. I feel great, I 
weigh over 200 lbs. at 6’2” tall, and I have plenty of 
energy! 

So I’ll reiterate the question: What is ACT UP/SF’s 
problem with if not life-saving drugs, at least life-im¬ 
proving and -lengthening drugs that have proven to 
work? 

I’d like to say, last but not least: Anyone who 
throws potentially disease-causing feces in a person’s 
face deserves to spend a little time at CJ#2,850 Bryant 
St. themselves!

That treatment can’t be applied to 
him or his group, but they can be ignored, which is 
what is recommended for spoiled children. And they 
can be prosecuted for criminal assault, which is what 
I recommend to Pat Christen.

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B-l Bob bombs out 



by Wayne Friday 


hough it will be another few 

v V days (November 26) before 

8 election officials in Orange 
County finish the drawn-out bal¬ 
lot count in the 46th Congres¬ 
sional District race, the incum¬ 
bent Republican, notorious ho¬ 
mophobe Robert “B-l Bob” 
Dornan appears to have been de¬ 
feated by Democratic challenger 
Loretta Sanchez, by less than a 
thousand votes. The distraught 
Dornan, not a gracious loser, is 
now crying “fraud,” claiming that 
“non-legal” voters (particularly 
those with Hispanic surnames) 
have stolen the election from him. 

Representative Dornan, run¬ 
ning for a tenth House term, 
seems unable to believe that his 
former constituents in the once 
heavily Republican Orange 
County could vote to 
oust him, especially in 
favor of a “moderate” 36- 
year-old woman. Known 
for his vicious, often 
unhinged remarks 
(which embarrassed 
many of his fel¬ 
low Republi¬ 
cans), Dornan, 
who some¬ 
times fills in as 
host for Rush Limbaugh, regu¬ 
larly referred to President Bill 
Clinton as a “draft-dodging 
womanizer,” once called Russian 
TV commentator Vladimir 
Poster a “disloyal, betraying little 
Jew,” and branded women ac¬ 
tivists in his district who cam¬ 
paigned against him “lesbian 
spearchuckers” who wanted him 
defeated because of his anti-gay 
views. 

Dornan, a declared candidate 
for president this year who re¬ 
ceived few votes in early GOP pri¬ 
maries and neglected to visit his 
home district for months at a 
time, is now ironically about to be 
out of his old job as well. Election 
officials have stated that the 
counting of a few absentee and 
provisional ballots would proba¬ 
bly not change the present out¬ 
come, meaning Dornan will most 
likely be tagged the official loser 
next week. 

Evidencing a severe case of 
sour grapes, Dornan has 
promised a recount or a House 
investigation in the event of his 
loss. B-l Bob would no doubt 
have to pay for a recount himself; 
the GOP is said to be very much 
against footing the bill for such a 
move. Dornan would have done 
better to have taken Sanchez’s 
candidacy seriously, spent less 
time “running for President,” and 
put more effort into raising funds 
(the enterprising Sanchez out- 
spent him, $600,000 to $400,000). 

In Washington, those GOP 
members of Congress who had 
been the butt of Dornan’s nasty 
outbursts in the past were said to 
be privately smiling at his defeat. 
Representative-elect Sanchez, in 
the capital for a ten-day freshman 
orientation, impressed even 
Speaker Newt Gingrich (the new, 
nicer Newt), who told reporters, 
“I certainly was happy to meet 
Ms. Sanchez. I thought she was a 
very attractive person. She has a 
real personality, and she’s a person 
who seemed very interested in 
working and getting things done.” 

If the vote tally does indeed 
hold up and Sanchez is declared 
the winner next week, Orange 
County voters will have done 
themselves - and the country - a 
huge favor by replacing the hate¬ 
ful Dornan. One thing’s for sure: 


the race was heavily influenced by 
a record turnout of Hispanic vot¬ 
ers, making Orange 
County no longer the 
bastion of all-white, 
conservative Republi¬ 
canism it once was. 

One last irony: 
while Dornan was 
facing defeat in the 
46th District, the 
man he defeat¬ 
ed for that 
House seat in 
1984, Jerry 
Patterson, was making a political 
comeback by winning a seat on 
the Board of Trustees of Coast 
Community College in Orange 
County. 

Politics and people 

With a couple of races still un¬ 
decided, it appears the Democrats 
will likely hold a 44-36 majority in 
the state Assembly, with the Dems 
also controlling the state Senate. 
Pete Wilson’s final two years as 
governor will not be smooth sail¬ 
ing. 

Incidentally, the new Assembly 
leadership breaks down this way: 
majority leader: Sheila Kuehl; 
speaker pro tern: East Bay Assem¬ 
blyman Don Perata; Rules Com¬ 
mittee chair: SF Assemblyman 
Kevin Shelley; Assembly Caucus 
chair: SF Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden; Appropriations Com¬ 
mittee chair: Dick Floyd. Real 
Sacramento power for both Shel¬ 
ley and Migden. 

New judges from the 
lesbian/gay community who will 
take their seats on the SF bench in 
January are Municipal Court 
Judge-elect Kay Tsenin and Supe¬ 
rior Court Judge-elect Kevin Mc¬ 
Carthy. Two very good choices! 

Senator Barbara Boxer has 
already started her ’98 re-election 
campaign. Some politicos predict 
that in an effort to appeal to more 
centrist voters (while maintaining 
her traditional liberal base), the 
senator will move more to the po¬ 
litical center in the next two years. 
(Boxer was the only U.S. senator 
to receive a voting score of 100 
percent by the liberal Americans 
for Democratic Action for 1996.) 
The best news for Boxer may be 
that the Republicans have a num¬ 
ber of feisty candidates, who’ll 
probably bloody themselves in a 
nasty primary fight for the honor 
of taking her on. 

Meanwhile, California State 
GOP chair John Herrington has 
announced that he will seek to be¬ 
come the national GOP chair 
when the Republicans meet in 
January. However, better wait 
until the GOP committee takes 
another look at how poorly the 
party fared in the recent election 
here. Given that, Herrington 
would seem rather an odd choice. 

The once Republican Silicon 


Valley is no more! Clinton carried 
Santa Clara County November 5 
with 266,728 votes; Bob Dole 
wasn’t even close with 147,227. 
The area not only rejected Dole, 
but Gingrich as well, sending Rep¬ 
resentative Anna Eshoo (D) back 
to the House by a 2-1 margin. 

Gerrie Schipske, a lesbian ac¬ 
tivist Democrat who narrowly lost 
a bid for a Long Beach area As¬ 
sembly seat, is expected to remain 
in politics and run again another 
day. 

Well, if you can afford it, what 
the hell! East Bay Congress¬ 
woman-elect Ellen Tauscher, a 
self-made millionaire, passed up 
the chartered buses used by other 
freshmen House members in D.C. 
last week and arrived (reportedly 
amidst some raised eyebrows) at 
the Capitol in a stretch limo. 
Tauscher, a moderate Demo, un¬ 
seated Gingrich clone Representa¬ 
tive Bill Baker (R) in the 10th 
District. 

Christian Coalition leader Pat 
Robertson, smarting at watching 
Bob Dole’s defeat, warned the 
GOP and voters in general that 
“we were not consulted in this 
campaign. We were peripheral, 
but that won’t happen again.” 

My Quote of the Week comes 
from former U.S. Surgeon Gener¬ 
al Joycelyn Elders, speaking be¬ 
fore 1,500 professional women in 
Silicon Valley. You may remember 
that Elders was attacked with a 
vengeance by Republicans and the 
religious right (and eventually 
booted out by Clinton) after she 
called for an acknowledgment of 
masturbation as a natural part of 
human sexuality that should be 
included in public school sex edu¬ 
cation classes. La Elders intoned: 
“Ninety percent of men mastur¬ 
bate, 80 percent of women mas¬ 
turbate, and the rest lie.” The re¬ 
mark brought prolonged laughter 
from the audience. 

Incidentally, Dr. Elders’ new 
book, Joycelyn Elders, M.D.: From 
Sharecropper’s Daughter to Sur¬ 
geon General of the United States of 
America (William Morrow & Co., 
$24.95), is a must-read. I com¬ 
pleted it in two days. 

And here’s royal renegade Fer- 
gie, the Duchess of York, on the 
persistent rumors of her ex-hus- 
band’s Prince Andrew’s gayness, 
or at least bisexuality: “There is 
absolutely no chance he can be 
gay... .A lot of people believe that 
it’s true [especially a few old Navy 
buddies, we hear tell], but it is cat¬ 
egorically not true.” Now that 
we’ve got the scoop on Andrew, 
perhaps Fergie, who was seeming¬ 
ly on every talk and news show 
last week promoting her new au¬ 
tobiography as well as her chil¬ 
dren’s books, will dish the dirt on 
her ex-hubby’s younger brother, 
the theatre-loving, military-hat¬ 
ing Prince Edward. ▼

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hot! Add skillful execution of a 
high-stakes scheme against the 
mob, and you’ve got my definition 
of a dyke-positive adrenaline- 
revving flick that could do incred¬ 
ible box office among lesbians. 

But hey, being lesbians, we’ve 
managed to find a way to create 
controversy over a step toward the 
visibility we’re always demanding. 
Some women are upset by the 
graphic violence in Bound. And 
indeed, one sequence in par¬ 
ticular would give anyone the 
creeps. 

There’s always a buzz 
around a movie or TV show 
with any significant lesbian 
content. Throw in a contro¬ 
versy, and the discus¬ 
sion can go on for 
months. Put that dis¬ 
cussion on-line, 
and... well, 
let’s just say I 
was really sur¬ 
prised to see 
how quickly the thread died on a 
list I’m on, namely, once a couple of 
women expressed anger at seeing 
violence in a movie about lesbians. 

My two cents was about ac¬ 
cepting the violence as part of the 
situation - it’s, like, a gangster 
movie - and rolling with it so I 
could enjoy following our protag¬ 
onists. I used The Man Who Fell to 
Earth and Blade Runner as exam¬ 
ples of art that necessarily includ¬ 
ed violence and cruelty. 

Someone posted back a ques¬ 
tion: how does one get to a place to 
be able to watch violence in movies? 
It’s taken a while to organize my 
thoughts on this into words, which 
go something like this: 

I don’t like violent movies qua 
violent movies. Few of them are 
honest about violence. If I go to a 
movie like Pulp Fiction, it must be 
a well-crafted opportunity to 
watch sleaze and amorality from 
a distance. Such a movie has to do 
two things: one, teach me how 
sleazeballs behave so I can be fore¬ 
warned and wary, aware of their 
psychology and tactics; and two, 
inure me to the fact there’s a 
chance I may encounter one - like 
in the situation of a rape attempt 
- so I’ll already be over the shock 
of realization and thus be better 
prepared to defend/extricate my¬ 
self. Oh, make that three: if I can 
watch a protagonist - preferably a 
female protagonist - work her 
way out of the predicament, I get 
a thrill from the drama and feel 
empowered at the same time. 

Think of jodie Foster as Agent 
Starling in Silence of the Lambs. 
Not a subject I find entertaining, 
and incredibly gruesome to 


watch. But if I could watch that 
and survive, I have more confi¬ 
dence that I could keep my wits in 
a gruesome, personally threaten¬ 
ing situation. 

In contrast, take Black Widow 
with Debra Winger and Theresa 
Russell. No overt violence in that 
movie; the gore was the junkie de¬ 
tective dead of an overdose. But 
frightening? Theresa Russell’s char¬ 
acter set up two characters in life- 
destroying ways - it was the 
sleaze with far-reaching con¬ 
sequences that frightened 
the daylights out of me. 
What made this worth 
watching, as opposed to the 
Schwarzenegger shoot-em- 
ups I avoid, was that the 
characters were real peo¬ 
ple. When Russell real¬ 
izes Winger’s on 
to her, she 
walks the edge 
of panic like 
even a cold¬ 
blooded woman would do. 

More overtly violent, but not a 
gangster movie, was Alice Doesn't 
Live Here Anymore - at heart, and 
marketed as, a feminist flick. One 
moment of gore: Alice’s bus driver 
husband shown dead in an accident 
Moments of abject fear: the posses¬ 
sive boyfriend Alice has to escape. 
Way too many women find them¬ 
selves in both situations: a loved one 
critically injured, a physically threat¬ 
ening partner. I don’t recall anyone 
suggesting avoiding this movie be¬ 
cause of its blood and gore. 

We experience the violence in 
movies vicariously (leaving aside, 
for purpose of discussion, those 
dramatic presentations whose 
themes hit too close to home - 
I’m sure there would be lots of 
votes out there for the non-vio¬ 
lent made-for-TV Something 
About Amelia). Therefore, we can 
experience the jeopardy vicari¬ 
ously. Can this be useful? I think 
so. Isn’t one of the first steps in a 
self-defense class getting over the 
need to deny that we may find 
ourselves in jeopardy? Watching a 
violent movie (where the violence 
is plot-driven, not vicarious) can 
be a very useful gut check. 

One can choose non-violent 
art over violent art as an aesthetic 
preference - and risk missing 
strong, positive statements like 
the very gory Catch-22. Or one 
can see a range of movies that say 
something about the human con¬ 
dition and risk the occasional un¬ 
pleasant scene. As women and les¬ 
bians, we might do well to lose 
some of our squeamishness. A 
strong stomach is a good thing for 
an Amazon to have. ▼

L ife being typically hectic, 
I’ve been running a backlog 
of movies I want to see. 
That means on the big screen; 
home video just doesn’t compare 
for setting a visual world in which 
one can get lost. Well, maybe it 
gives tiny multiplex screens a run 
for their money. But the restored 
version of Vertigo, as seen in true 
moviegoing style at the Castro, 
made a case for the proposition 
that Hollywood in the late ’50s 
tried to use the big screen to ad¬ 
vantage against competition from 
television. Those panoramic 
tourist shots of the Bay and sky¬ 
line, Muir Woods and Monterey’s 
Lone Cypress certainly milked the 
medium. And let’s face it, I love 
the captured glimpses of the San 
Francisco of my childhood - even 
as Vertigo made me realize we did 
too good a sales job on California. 

Another movie I took great 
pains not to miss was Bound, the 
dyke noir thriller. And it rocked! I 
found it intelligently written, to 
the point the scripting became 
transparent (too many gangster 
movies coast along on cliche). The 
lesbian content was beautifully 
matter-of-fact, and Gina Gershon 
and Jennifer Tilly were very be¬ 
lievable in their roles. Actually, 
every character was, but you 
know what I mean: a sex scene 
that actually resembles my real- 
life experience as opposed to 
some clueless director boy’s wet 
dream. And their chemistry and 
subsequent seduction were trts 
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(the army was then called the 
“Japan Self-Defense Force”) and 
demanded to speak to the troops 
outside. When they assembled, he 
exhorted them to rise up and 
overthrow Japan’s postwar pacifist 
regime and replace it with a gov¬ 
ernment that once again empha¬ 
sized military might. When the 
troops laughed at and heckled 
Mishima he returned to an office 
inside, where he shouted his 
undying loyalty to the emperor 
and proceeded to cut open his ab¬ 
domen with his sword. His pro- 
t£g£ (widely believed to be his 
lover), Masakatsu Morita, then 
cut off Mishima’s head and com¬ 
mitted seppuku himself. ▼

T his week in gay history: 
Openly gay Japanese novelist 
Yukio Mishima committed 
ritual suicide with his lover at a 
Japanese military headquarters 
November 25,1970. 

Yukio Mishima was one of 
Japan’s most popular twentieth 
century novelists, whose writings 
include some of the first modern 
Japanese explorations of gay iden¬ 
tity and gay subculture. His dis¬ 
turbing suicide in 1970 drew at¬ 
tention to his unusual philosophy, 
which combined right-wing na¬ 
tionalism with the veneration of 
the male body and a fascination 
with violence. 

Mishima was intensely proud 
to have descended from samurai 
warriors, and he aimed to make 
his life follow that of the ideal 
Japanese warrior, with a finely 
honed sense of both the martial 
and the fine arts. Although he 
generally looked down upon any¬ 
thing non-Japanese, even as a stu¬ 
dent he was a fan of the essays of 
the previous century’s gay literary 
savant, British writer Oscar Wilde. 

Perhaps his most famous - and 
certainly his most personal - novel 
was Confessions of a Mask. Pub¬ 
lished in 1949, it told of a boy’s 
growing awareness of both his ho¬ 
mosexuality and his fascination 
with sadomasochism. The protag¬ 
onist’s inability to make himself 
aroused by his girlfriend puzzled 
many postwar Japanese readers, 
some of whom considered the 
book to be an attempt at parody. 
Few recognized (until years later) 
its autobiographical nature - 
Japan’s first “coming out novel.” 

Two years later, Mishima pub¬ 
lished Forbidden Colors, a second 
novel with gay themes. This one, 
however, had a broader setting, 
introducing its readers to the di¬ 
verse gay subculture in 1950s 
Tokyo, with its bars, cruising 
spots, and gay parties. One of the 
main characters is a gay man who 
uses a younger man to wreak 
vengeance on women who 
wronged him in the past. 

During the 1960s, Mishima 
continued to write, and to devel¬ 
op the philosophy that ultimately 
led to his violent death. He be¬ 
lieved that the emperor was cen¬ 
tral to Japanese society, and in¬ 
deed that no two people could 
love each other without first lov¬ 
ing the emperor. He also believed 
that to live with honor meant to 
be prepared for war, to be un¬ 
afraid of violence, and to be in¬ 
tensely loyal to one’s colleagues. 

Sometimes, these beliefs had 
bizarre manifestations. In 1967, 
Mishima led a ceremony for 
about a dozen university students 
in which all of them drew blood 
from their little fingers and 
poured it into a cup. They then 
used the blood as ink to sign their 
names to a pact. The ceremony 
finished with Mishima adding salt 
to the cup and drinking from the 
blood, after which each of the 
other students followed suit. 

In his writing, Mishima fre¬ 
quently praised the Japanese 
samurai who ended their own 
lives by performing seppuku (also 
known as hara-kiri), a ritual form 
of suicide in which the warrior 
takes a short knife and disem¬ 
bowels himself, after which a fel¬ 
low warrior cuts off his head. It 
became clear to many who read 


his works that Mishima hoped to 
end his own life someday in such 
a fashion. Seppuku was clearly 
erotic for Mishima, who once 
called it (just months before his 
death) “the ultimate masturba¬ 
tion.” 

However, Mishima felt that rit¬ 
ual suicide was not honorable un¬ 
less one’s body was in peak physi¬ 
cal condition. Though he was 
skinny as a young man, he started 
a strict regimen of bodybuilding 
at age 30, which he continued 
through his death at age 45, by 
which time he was extremely 
muscled. With such a body, 
Mishima posed for many erotic 
photographs and even acted in a 
Japanese gangster film. 

But Mishima is probably best 
remembered for the last day of his 
life. On November 25,1970, along 
with some of his right-wing na¬ 
tionalist followers, he stormed a 
Japanese military headquarters

O n November 7, ABC’s Turn¬ 
ing Point looked at the issue 
of same-sex marriage by 
featuring four gay and lesbian 
couples and their families, leading 
up to and following their mar¬ 
riage ceremonies. The show, by 
focusing on the love and emo¬ 
tions involved, put gay marriage 
into an appropriate context with¬ 
out clouding the issue with anti¬ 
gay hate-mongering. One cere¬ 
mony was Jewish, one Episco¬ 
palian, and the other two were 
non-denominational, and the 
show explored a controversy 
among the Episcopalian diocese 
that arose when ABC wanted to 
film the ceremony within the 
church. 

While most family members 
were supportive, several struggled 
to adjust to the idea of same-sex 
marriage. In the end, however, 
they embraced their gay and les¬ 
bian loved ones and endorsed 
their weddings. Even the one fun¬ 
damentalist Christian, who was 
completely opposed to her sister’s 
marriage to another woman, and 
for that matter, her sister being a 
lesbian, attended the reception 
and told her sister that she loved 
her. 

Most significantly, the pro¬ 
gram conveyed the love that the 
couples felt. It showed the all-im¬ 
portant ceremonial kisses and 
emphasized that, whatever some 
people in society might feel, and 
whatever religious radical doom- 
sayers might say, these unions are 
based upon love and commit¬ 
ment. 

Congratulate Turning Point on 
finding an excellent angle to sen¬ 
sitively cover the misunderstood 
issue of same-sex marriage.

And speaking of 
‘us’ and ‘them’ 

In the November 1 
edition of the Washing¬ 
ton Post, columnist Donna Britt 
described coming to terms with 
her own homophobia and the re¬ 
alization that when straight peo¬ 
ple call gay people “them,” it is the 
same as white people calling black 
people “them” to distance them¬ 
selves from the basic humanity of 
others. 

The column details the dis¬ 
comfort that she and those 
around her felt upon seeing the 
Melissa Etheridge/Julie Cypher 
“Having A Baby” Newsweek cover, 
and how many people simply 
shrug and say, “I just don’t under¬ 
stand them.” Britt notes, “As a 
black woman, I know about 
‘them.’ The ultimate four-letter 
word,‘them’ has unrivaled, unrec¬ 
ognized power to separate. It’s the 
them thing, the easy thing, the 
thing that makes us feel wary of, 
or superior to, faceless folks 
whom we don’t know.” 

She continues, “Just as many 
whites know better than to con¬ 
fess their ongoing struggle with 
racist feelings, few people publicly 
discuss their sense of gays as 
‘them.’ Instead, we feign enlight¬ 
enment, make whispered jokes, or 
say nothing.” She then describes 
several lesbian and gay people she 
has known, loved, and respected 
in her life, and how, when it 
comes to a personal friend, the 
feeling of “them” doesn’t exist. 

Britt sums up by saying, 
“Whoever they are, they’re a lot 
like us, doing what they must for 
love in an us-against-them 
world.”

Sparks fly: education 1, 
stereotypes 0 

Last week the new UPN (Uni¬ 
versal Paramount Network) sit¬ 
com Sparks, starring James Avery 
and Robin Givens, took a comical 
swipe at all brands of stereo¬ 
types. On its November 11 
episode entitled “Good for the 
Gander,” African- 
American attorney 
Maxey Sparks (Miguel 
A. Nunez, Jr.) crudely 
attempts to turn on the 
openly gay judge, 
Judge Parker (Richard 
Bradford), when his 
defense of a hip-hop 
artist starts to go awry. 
He unbuttons his shirt, 
sprays on too much cologne, 
swaggers around the court, winks 
at the judge and uses an effemi¬ 
nate lisp to address the entire 
court. This, and the announce¬ 
ment that the judge wants to see 
him alone in his chambers, is met 
with delight and laughter by the 
audience. 

In chambers, attempting to 
make the point that the defendant 
could not be recognized in a 
stocking mask, the judge hands 
Sparks stockings. Sparks, misun¬ 
derstanding and horrified, begins 
to put them on his feet. When the 
judge questions why he is putting 
the stockings there. Sparks 
screams, “I don’t know how you 
like it!” The judge then turns the 
tables on not only Sparks but the 
audience, when he tells him that 
as an African-American he should 
know how hurtful and wrong 
stereotypes are. 

He asks how it feels when 
Sparks sees an old movie that por¬ 
trays blacks as lazy and stupid, 
and then proclaims to Sparks, 
“That’s how I feel when you 
prance in my courtroom.” The 
stunned audience’s silence turns 
to boisterous applause as Sparks 
apologizes. Please thank UPN and 
Sparks for reminding its audience 
that all stereotypes are degrading.

Florists raise funds for 
Peninsula AIDS group

C ontinuing to build on their 
basic maxim of the com¬ 
munity helping the com¬ 
munity, the AIDS Community 
Research Consortium (A.C.R.C.) 
joined with the Menlo Park shop 
Floral Arts to hold an open house 
fundraiser Friday, November 15. 

The event was a part of 
A.C.R.C.’s ongoing efforts to 
make the Peninsula towns aware 
of the AIDS research work and 
patient care in their midst. 

A.C.R.C works with PWAs in 
researching new therapies - most 
of which involve using new single 
and combined medicines under 
completely voluntary and closely 
controlled experimental condi¬ 
tions - and keeps the public aware 
of developments. 

A.C.R.C. Executive Director 
Michael Edell and Craig Kozlows- 
ki, co-owner with leffrey Adair of 
Floral Arts, spoke with the B.A.R. 
about what it means to the work 
of the three-county (San Mateo, 
Santa Clara, Santa Cruz) AIDS re¬ 
search and care organization and 
how the affair developed. 

Edell told the B.A.R. that 
A.C.R.C.’s two equally important 
objectives are to make its research 
and care service better known 
through the area, and to make up 
for a financial slack at a time 
when the dominance of protease 
inhibitors’ reputed therapeutic 
promise has led to a lag in other 
new research projects. 

The financial shortfall is a pe¬ 
riodic phenomenon in the re-

search effort, according to Edell. 
Originally, the consortium was fi¬ 
nanced mostly through grants 
from the federal government and 
foundations. While such founding 
sources are still being used, he 
stated, some potentially produc¬ 
tive research trials have not yet 
been funded, ironically because of 
the momentary effect of such de¬ 
velopments as protease inhibitors. 
The community contributions 
help make up for the shortfall. 

Edell emphasized that 
A.C.R.C. primarily bases patient 
cooperation on completely ex¬ 
plaining what a therapy is, and 
what it is intended to do. The 
prospective patient must under¬ 
stand and accept the conditions 
before committing to the experi¬ 
ment. Along with the cooperation 
there must often be some guaran¬ 


tee of necessary living conditions. 

Edell pointed out that with an 
estimated 18,000 persons living 
with HIV in the consortium’s ser¬ 
vice area, the need for AIDS treat¬ 
ment research conducted through 
experimental trials is vital. 

However, he made it clear that 
A.C.R.C.’s work also involves re¬ 
search in areas other than clinical 
trials. For instance, after learning 
that 75 percent of the female pa¬ 
tients were not showing up at the 
clinics where they were to get 
treatment, the group launched a 
psycho-social study to discover the 
barriers to therapy. Among the 
remedies was the hiring of a bilin¬ 
gual outreach worker, who is now 
reducing the barriers erected 
through fears of exploitation and 
even deportation. 

It is for such objectives that the 
floral open house was held. Craig 
Kozlowski explained that the 
event began with a customer’s 
suggestion to Adair, who is al¬ 
ready on the fundraising board of 
A.C.R.C. 

The invitation-only event for 
the florists’ friends and customers 
was catered by Joe and Jill Olivers 
of Just About Eating. The shop 
was specially decorated to feature 
Christmas decor. 

Commenting on the current 
effort and his expectations, Edell 
paraphrased Winston Churchill: 
“It’s not the end; it’s not the be¬ 
ginning of the end; it’s the end of 
the beginning.” ▼

Sex club operation restricted 

Power Exchange alleges selective enforcement

Jt| judicial hearing was held 
4/> Friday, November 15 after 
mm the city moved to shut 
down the Power Exchange Main 
Station at 74 Otis Street, a sex club 
which caters primarily to gay men, 
for alleged fire code violations. 
(Owner Mike Powers also oper¬ 
ates the Power Exchange Substa¬ 
tion on Harrison Street, which 
caters primarily to heterosexual 
and transgendered patrons.) 

In the wake of a recent flurry of 
media attention relating to pro¬ 
posed legislation to regulate the 
city’s sex clubs, the Power Ex¬ 
change received a visit from the

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Fire Department on October 26, 
allegedly following unspecified 
“complaints.” The club was issued 
a citation for overcrowding, for 
having more than 49 people in the 
nearly 30,000-square-foot space. 
That visit was followed by a full in¬ 
spection by Fire Captain Edward 
De Cossio, Senior Building Inspec¬ 
tor Rafael Torres-Gil, and Deputy 
City Attorney Jeanine Marie-Vic- 
toire on November 14. Claiming 
that the site was too dangerous to 
allow continued operation, the city 
called for an emergency hearing to 
close the club. 

The requested hearing was 
held the following day. Dana Pe¬ 
terson, attorney for building 
owner Jimmy Jen, and Powers 
were presented with the written 
allegations less than an hour be¬ 
fore the hearing, giving them in¬ 
adequate time to prepare their 
case. De Cossio, Torres-Gil, and 
Marie-Victoire claimed that the 
club was the site of numerous 
safety violations, including im¬ 
proper stairwell doors, illegal 
locking hardware, exposed 
wiring, and unsafe partitions. 
Marie-Victoire sought a tempo¬ 
rary restraining order, calling the 
club “a public nuisance” and “a 
disaster waiting to happen.” 

Powers countered that after a 
previous inspection by the Fire 
Department, the club (then 
known as the Playground, under 


was granted preliminary approval 
in January 1996 for an occupancy 
limit of 820 patrons on three 
floors. Powers claims that final ap¬ 
proval is being held up by the city. 
Powers and Power Exchange Gen¬ 
eral Manager Konstantine 
Laskaris stated that repairs are un¬ 
derway at the club, and that the 
alleged violations are either non¬ 
existent or could easily be brought 
into compliance, making it un¬ 
necessary to close the club. 

The city offered Powers a com¬ 
promise whereby instead of clos¬ 
ing the club entirely, he would be 
allowed to operate on the entry 
level floor only with a maximum 
of 49 patrons, provided he made 


wiring. Powers rejected the deal, 
noting that the basement and sec¬ 
ond floor of the club were per¬ 
fectly safe; he recently installed a 
$18,000 sprinkler system in the 
non-combustible building. Pow¬ 
ers stated that he would be willing 
to agree to a deal that allowed him 
to operate with a maximum of 49 
patrons on each of three floors, 
for a total of 147. After a lengthy 
recess. Judge William Cahill (who 
in August issued the restraining 
order against the Cannabis Buyers 
Club) handed down a judgment 
that the club must operate ac¬ 
cording to the restrictions pro¬ 
posed by the city - that is, with a 
limit of 49 patrons total. 

Homophobic inspectors 

Although the city has been 
aware of the state of the premises 
at 74 Otis Street since January, it 
was not until the recent sex club 
legislation controversy that it 
moved to limit the club’s opera¬ 
tions. Powers believes his club is 
being subject to selective enforce¬ 
ment because it is a venue for pub¬ 
lic gay sexual activity. He claims 
that if held to the standards being 
imposed on his club, “every night¬ 
club in the city would be closed.” 

During the inspection on No¬ 
vember 14, according to Powers 
and Jen, De Cossio made several 
derogatory homophobic com¬ 
ments and jokes regarding the 
club’s customers and the nature of 
the activity at the club; De Cossio 
denied the allegations. De Cossio 
also had a hand in the events lead¬ 
ing to the 1995 New Year’s Eve 
raid on a Visual AIDS benefit on 
Harrison Street. On Monday, Tom 
Ammiano put forth a Board of

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Planning council 
develops draft figures 
for CARE funds 

Decreases evident in nearly every category

P roposed allocations for 17 
HIV/AIDS service cate¬ 
gories were discussed by 
members of the Mayor’s HIV 
Health Services Planning Council 
Monday, November 18. The 
group is expected to finalize fund¬ 
ing prioritization at its November 
25 meeting. 

An estimated $33.4 million in 
federal Ryan White CARE Act 
funds is expected for 1997-98, a 
reduction of about $4 million 
from 1996-97 funding, according 
to the AIDS Office. The money is 
used to fund a variety of 
HIV/AIDS programs in San Fran¬ 
cisco, San Mateo, and Marin 
counties, which comprise the Eli¬ 
gible Metropolitan Area (EMA). 

Making funding cuts has been 
difficult for the council. If the re¬ 
ductions are made equally, each of 
the 17 service categories for San 
Francisco services would be cut by 
16.5 percent. In the proposal de¬ 
veloped Monday, some service 
categories were not cut by 16.5 
percent, most notably primary 
medical care. 

Others were cut more than the 
16.5 percent figure, most notably 
the substance abuse category. 

Five small groups of council 
members devised the proposed 


funding for the 17 service cate¬ 
gories as part of the prioritization 
process. The small groups were fa¬ 
cilitated by staff from the Support 
Center. 

In order of service category 
priority for 1997-98, the draft 
funding amounts are as follows. 
Current figures for 1996-97 are in 
parentheses. 

Primary medical care, $6.7 
million ($7.2 million); housing 
and housing-related services, $4.9 
million ($5.6 million); food and 
home-delivered meals, $1.3 mil¬ 
lion ($1.5 million); dental care, $1 
million ($1.1 million); home 
healthcare, $1.6 million ($1.8 mil¬ 
lion); substance abuse therapy, 
$4.6 million ($6.4 million); case 
management, $1.4 million ($1.7 
million); residential hospice, 
$600,000 ($790,000); mental 
health therapy, $2.8 million ($3.5 
million); client advocacy, 
$700,000 ($850,000); transporta¬ 
tion, $80,000 ($90,000); day and 
respite care, $400,000 ($560,000); 
buddy/companion services, 
$790,000 ($1 million); rehabilita¬ 
tion, $630,000 ($860,000); sys¬ 
tem-wide development, $190,000 
($360,000); adoption/foster care, 
$160,000 ($220,000); and transla¬ 
tion, $30,000 ($30,000). 

Several council members said 
the reason for the proposed re¬ 
duction for substance abuse, the 


most significant decrease, is be¬ 
cause of the city’s recent empha¬ 
sis on establishing a program of 
treatment on demand for sub¬ 
stance abuse. 

Funding for San Mateo and 
Marin counties was also approved 
by the council. They voted 23-0, 
with three abstentions from the 
Marin and San Mateo council 
members, to keep funding for the 
two counties at the same level. San 
Mateo is expected to receive about 
$2.1 million, while Marin antici¬ 
pates about $1.3 million. 

The money is distributed to 
the two counties and then allocat¬ 
ed to programs based on deci¬ 
sions by county boards. 

The funding levels were main¬ 
tained at the current amount be¬ 
cause both counties have already 
taken reductions in CARE funds 
proportionate to what San Fran¬ 
cisco is facing now, explained 
Gene Copello, chief of Health and 
Prevention Services at the city’s 
AIDS Office. ▼

Supervisors resolution requesting 
that the Fire Department investi¬ 
gate the allegations of selective en¬ 
forcement and misconduct dur¬ 
ing the inspection, and called for a 
hearing on issues of selective code 
enforcement against certain busi¬ 
nesses. 

Ammiano was the sponsor of 
the proposed sex club legislation 
that was put on hold last week, 
after Mayor Willie Brown and the 
Department of Public Health 
(DPH) withdrew their support. 
Several club owners had sought 
such legislation in part to ensure 
the existence of consistent rules 
and inspection procedures in the 
hopes of avoiding harassment by 
city officials. Although Ammiano 


has not yet decided on his next 
steps regarding the legislation, he 
expressed his anger that the 
mayor had “freaked out” when 
confronted with an issue involv¬ 
ing gay sexuality and “pulled the 
rug out” from under the DPH and 
the Coalition for Healthy Sex, the 
group of sex club owners, party 
operators, and HIV prevention 
educators that drafted the pro¬ 
posed legislation. 

Ammiano said that the legisla¬ 
tion would not go forward in its 
current form because “without 
the cooperation of the DPH, there 
is no legislation.” He believes that 
the mayor’s move gave the Fire 
Department tacit permission to 
engage in selective enforcement 
against the Power Exchange, and 
Ammiano stated that he is “very 
supportive” of Powers. 

A meeting of the Government 


Efficiency and Labor Committee 
will be held on December 12 at 
5:30 p.m. at Everett Middle School 
to discuss AIDS services. Ammi¬ 
ano hopes that this meeting might 
provide a forum for community 
input on how to proceed with the 
sex club legislation, stressing that 
any legislation or regulations 
“should come from the commu¬ 
nity, not from the mayor.” 

Claiming that the restrictions 
placed on the Power Exchange are 
a “morality issue,” Powers stated 
that he is willing to put himself 
and his club on the line to prevent 
the city from harassing sex clubs. 
He noted that a lawsuit against the 
city is a possibility, and that he is 
“willing to spend a lot of money 
to make sure we’re left alone.” 

A full hearing on the status of 
the Power Exchange is scheduled 
for December 5. ▼

COMPLETELY ANONYMOUS 
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T ransgender issues made it to 
front and center in Wash¬ 
ington, DC beginning No¬ 
vember 6, with a meeting of rep¬ 
resentatives of that community 
with the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign (HRC); a demonstration 
outside headquarters of the 
American Psychiatric Association; 
and a lively presence at the Creat¬ 
ing Change conference. 

Phyllis Frye, representing the 
International Conference on 
Transgender Law and Employ¬ 
ment Policy, pulled together ten 
representatives from a broad 
cross-section of the transgender 
community for the November 6 
meeting with HRC’s executive di¬ 
rector Elizabeth Birch. It focused 
on the Employment Non-Dis¬ 
crimination Act (ENDA). 

The current version of that 
legislation does not include 
transgender people. HRC has re¬ 
sisted changing the language to 
include them, despite heavy lob¬ 
bying for more than a year by 
transgenders. 

Frye said that during the three- 
and-a-half-hour session “we got 
through a lot of negative stuff. 
Some of it was perceived as 
threats.” But she saw it as simply a 
realistic appraisal of how the trans 
community would react to getting 
“screwed.” 

HRC suggested and the group

agreed to two major activities. Jes¬ 
sica Xavier will coordinate collec¬ 
tion of “horror stories” of em¬ 
ployment discrimination against 
transgender persons to “put a 
human face” on possible Con¬ 
gressional hearings. 

Transgender people are also 
being asked to meet with their 
senators and representatives in 
their home districts by the end of 
this year to explain their case for 
inclusion. Frye related the story of 
an anti-gay senator from a rural 
state who “was so amazed to learn 
that one of us even lived in his 
state, that the conversation re¬ 
mained courteous and informa¬ 
tive for almost three times as long 
as originally scheduled, while 
some ‘important’ people were left 
cooling their heels in the lobby.” 

No assurances 

Xavier characterized the meet¬ 
ing as “an agreement to keep 
working together, with no assur¬ 
ances.” While the group is official¬ 
ly cautiously optimistic that the 
efforts will result in HRC sup¬ 
porting inclusion, some individ¬ 
ual members are not so sanguine. 

They pointed to comments by 
HRC’s departing political director 
Daniel Zingale subsequently 
made at Creating Change. He de¬ 
scribed the three-year gauntlet 
ENDA had run— first gaining 
support of the Leadership Con¬ 
ference on Civil Rights (a coali¬ 
tion of 180 civil rights organiza¬ 
tions), endorsement by the presi¬ 
dent, and bipartisan support in 
Congress. He concluded, “I think 
to amend ENDA in any signifi¬ 
cant way at this point means that 
you go back three years and start 
over with the civil rights commu¬ 
nity. I think that would be strate¬ 
gically unwise.” 

Frye’s response was twofold. 
“Number one, we should have 
been in it in the first place, and 
two, this Congress ain’t gonna 
pass it anyway, so if there is a hic¬ 
cup, this is the two year session to 
do it.” 

Numerous workshops at 


NGLTF’s Creating Change confer¬ 
ence November 8-10 focused on 
gender identity issues. However, 
some other panels ignored or out¬ 
right refused to discuss trans or bi 
issues within their topics. That led 
to a protest at the lunch plenary 
session of 2,000 on Saturday. 
Three activists were allowed to 
speak for a few minutes, and at 
the end they called for bi, trans, 
and intersexed people to come to 
the front of the room. 

“I was amazed at just how 
many of us there were in atten¬ 
dance,” said Frye. “It just goes to 
show that if we are not personally 
known to each other and we do 
not wear an identifying shirt, then 
we become invisible.” 

Giddiness 

November 8 saw about 40 peo¬ 
ple gather in the morning rain 
outside the American Psychiatric 
Association to protest that group’s 
continued use of “Gender Identi¬ 
ty Disorder (GID)” to “patholo- 
gize gender variance” as a mental 
disorder. A GID diagnosis can be 
broadly used against both adults 
and youth. The protesters are 
seeking its removal. Co-sponsors 
of the demonstration included 
the Transsexual Menace, National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
(NGLTF), and other groups. 

Not all transsexuals want the 
label discontinued; some feel it is 
essential to gaining insurance cov¬ 
erage for sexual reorientation 
surgery. 

Riki Anne Wilchins, executive 
director of Gender PAC, said, “I 
sometimes feel like I’m walking 
around inside an asylum with 
people who have been trapped 
into this discourse forced on us by 
mainstream society, and who have 
actually come to believe in the la¬ 
bels they inhabit.” T

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UCSF launches health 
survey of SF, LA, NY, 
and Chicago gay men 

$3.5M study may be expanded further 
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and training - Quickbooks and others

massive, federally-funded 
telephone survey of gay and 
I bisexual men in San Fran¬ 
cisco and several other cities 
began last Thursday, November 
14. When it’s finished in about a 
year, scientists hope to provide in¬ 
formation that has not been avail¬ 
able covering everything from do¬ 
mestic violence to substance 
abuse to sexual behavior. 

Researchers at University of 
California San Francisco’s Center 
for AIDS Prevention Studies 
(CAPS) have workers in the field 
interviewing an estimated 5,500 
gay and bisexual men in San 
Francisco, New York City, Los An¬ 
geles, and Chicago. After those 
cities are done, researchers plan to 
do smaller, random surveys in as 
many as six other cities: Atlanta, 
Boston, Dallas, Miami, San Diego, 
and Washington DC. 

The collected data should help 
local and national organizations 
plan new healthcare initiatives for 
men who have sex with men. 

The survey is being funded by 
a $3.5 million grant from the Na¬ 
tional Institute of Mental Health, 
according to Ron Stall, Ph.D., an 
assistant professor of epidemiolo¬ 
gy at UCSF and a CAPS re¬ 
searcher. Stall, the project’s co¬ 
principal investigator, defended 
the cost of the study and ex¬ 
plained researchers will learn ex¬ 
tremely valuable information. 

“It’s the largest study that’s 
ever been done,” Stall told the 
B.A.R. “It’s a major investment by 
the federal government to treat 
gay men as if there’s more to gay 
men than sex lives.” 

Preparation for the Multicul¬ 
tural Men’s Health Study has been 
extensive, Stall said. During the 
past year, a tremendous amount of 
time has been devoted to con¬ 
structing the detailed question¬ 
naire and locating areas in the tar¬ 
geted cities where gay and bisexu¬ 
al men are found in large numbers. 

The participants have been 
randomly selected. Some of them 
were identified through U.S. Cen¬ 
sus data, which asked about peo¬ 
ple in a household and their rela¬ 
tionship to one another. One of 
the answers on the form was 
“partners, not married,” said Stall, 
adding that led scientists to some 
of the participants. 

Wide range of topics 

The study has been designed 
to fill many current gaps in 
knowledge about the challenges 
and abilities of gay and bisexual 
men to stay healthy, said Stall. The 
results will be useful for a full 
range of health and community 
service groups and will help guide 
new AIDS prevention efforts. 

“Fifteen years into the AIDS 
epidemic, we still lack basic data 
on the health needs of men who 
have sex with men,” Stall said. 

For this study, trained workers 
are conducting random telephone 
interviews with men who have sex 
with men. The survey includes 
questions on a range of topics, in¬ 
cluding healthcare, discrimina¬ 



tion and homophobia, sexual ac¬ 
tivities, emotional well-being, al¬ 
cohol and drug use, attitudes 
about the gay community, and the 
impact of AIDS. 

“The study will help gain in¬ 
formation on gay and bisexual 
men’s well-being and mental 
health, and interaction with the 
gay community,” according to A1 
Novick, chair of the policy com¬ 
mittee of the Gay and Lesbian 
Medical Association (GLMA).“It 
will help researchers learn more 
about gay and bisexual men’s ac¬ 
cess to healthcare and medication, 
social and political problems, sub¬ 
stance abuse, maturation issues, 
current sexual behaviors, and 
other HIV/AIDS-related issues.” 

Commented Stall, “For the in¬ 
vestment, the study will describe in 
great detail who gets gay-bashed, 
for example.” Such information 
could be shared with groups such 
as Community United Against Vi¬ 
olence (CUAV), he added. 

Rafael Diaz, Ph.D., another 
CAPS researcher who’s on the 
study’s research team, said much 
of the current research focuses on 
things that negatively impact the 
health of gay men. This survey 
will be different. 

“This study will also look at 
the many things that predict gay 
men’s ability to be healthy, in¬ 
cluding their early life experiences 
and interactions with the gay 
community,” Diaz said. 

Over-sampling sought 

The study is also distinguished 
by its plans to reach large num¬ 
bers of African-American and 
Latino men, emphasizes co-prin¬ 
cipal investigator Joseph Catania, 
Ph.D. and CAPS researcher. 

“We are making an extensive 
effort to ensure that we get infor¬ 
mation from a large sample of 
men of color who are often inad¬ 
equately represented in research 
studies,” Catania said. 

Added Stall, “We’re really com¬ 
mitted to over-sampling African- 
American and Latino gay men.” 

Stall agreed that in a lot of pre¬ 
vious studies, one of the questions 
asked often involved data of gay 
men of color. 

“Almost every single time, they 
[researchers] would respond that 
the sample was too small. Here’s 
our shot,” Stall said. 

One of the interesting things 
researchers discovered - even be¬ 
fore beginning the project - is that 
by mapping out areas where gay 
and bisexual men reside, and plac¬ 
ing the maps on top of one anoth¬ 


er, scientists are seeing areas of the 
cities that stand out in terms of 
where gay men of color reside. 

“We’re finding a ‘Castro Street 
phenomenon’ for black and Latino 
gay men in New York,” Stall said. 

Georgia State University’s John 
Peterson, Ph.D., who was former¬ 
ly with CAPS and is international¬ 
ly known for his research on issues 
affecting African-American gay 
men, said the UCSF study is a “su¬ 
perb opportunity to find out more 
about the needs of African-Amer¬ 
ican gay men, not only in terms of 
AIDS, but also other healthcare is¬ 
sues, such as violence, mental 
health, connection to the gay 
community, and discrimination.” 

There’s even another benefit to 
undertaking such a massive re¬ 
search project, according to Stall. “If 
we pull this off,” he said, “we could 
do a similar study with lesbians.” 

The CAPS study has been en¬ 
dorsed by national and local 
groups, including the GLMA, the 
American Foundation for AIDS 
Research, the National 
Latino/Lesbian and Gay Organi¬ 
zation, the National Lesbian and 
Gay Health Association, the Na¬ 
tional Task Force on AIDS Pre¬ 
vention, and the National Minor¬ 
ity AIDS Council. T

n Friday November 15, the 
| Stop AIDS Project spon¬ 
sored a forum on how new 
treatments for HIV disease may 
affect AIDS prevention and safer 
sex. The upshot of the evening’s 
discussion was that there is still a 
lot we don’t know, and that more 
time and more study are needed. 

The forum started off— as 
have several recent HIV/AIDS 
events— with an appearance by 
ACT UP/San Francisco. Group 
members argued that the com¬ 
monly used AIDS therapies, in¬ 
cluding the new protease in¬ 
hibitor drugs, are toxic and have 
unproven long-term effects. 

As hired security guards at¬ 
tempted to physically subdue and 
remove Michael Bellefountaine 
and Dave Pasquarelli, Ronnie 
Burk accused the event sponsors 
and assembled crowd of being 
“Nazis” who were condoning “gay 
bashing.” The disruption contin¬ 
ued until police arrived and es¬ 
corted the ACT UP/SF members 
out. 

Dave Evans, outreach and ed¬ 
ucation coordinator at Project In¬ 
form, started off with a basic 
overview of anti-HIV therapy, 
which now includes nucleoside 
analog drugs (AZT, ddl, ddC, d4T, 
3TC), non-nucleoside reverse 
transcriptase inhibitors (nevirap- 
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ine, delavirdine), and the highly 
touted protease inhibitors 
(saquinavir, indinavir, and riton¬ 
avir). Combination drug “cock¬ 
tails” including the powerful new 
drugs have been shown in many 
cases to reduce viral load - the 
amount of HIV genetic material 
in the blood - to an undetectable 
level, that is, to an amount so low 
that it cannot be measured using 
available tests. 

Evans pointed out that viral 
load in the blood does not tell the 
whole story, and that HIV may 
hide in “reservoir” sites such as the 
brain, lymph nodes, tonsils, and 
testes. Studies presented at the XI 
International Conference on 
AIDS in Vancouver in July showed 
that the level of HIV in semen and 
vaginal fluid may remain high 
even when the viral load in the 
blood is low. Forum moderator 
Matthew Denckla noted that it is 
unknown how many copies of 
HIV (the standard measure of 
viral load) it takes to transmit the 
virus. Evans emphasized that a 
person with a very low or unde¬ 
tectable viral load could still be 
infectious. 

Christopher Esposito, director 


of the Hotline and Volunteer Ser¬ 
vices Department at the San Fran¬ 
cisco AIDS Foundation, stated 
that “safe sex messages haven’t 
changed - they are definitely still 
the same.” Unprotected anal and 
vaginal intercourse are high risk 
activities, and oral sex is probably 
a low risk activity. With the new 
sense of hope brought about by 
the early success of the protease 
inhibitors, “the way we hear pre¬ 
vention messages - and the way 
agencies present them - will have 
to change.” 

Reinfection issues 

Esposito discussed the issue of 
safer sex between men who are 
HIV-infected. Many such men 
had felt safe foregoing condoms if 
both partners were positive. Such 
men must take into account the 
possibility of becoming reinfect¬ 
ed with new strains of HIV that 
are resistant to one or more an¬ 
tiviral drugs - and also of con¬ 
tracting other sexually transmit¬ 
ted diseases, which may be espe¬ 
cially dangerous to those with 
weakened immune systems. As 
Evans pointed out, about 12% of 
newly infected people have strains 
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of HIV that are resistant to AZT, 
and HIV strains that are resistant 
to protease inhibitors have also 
been documented. As more drugs 
are introduced, a wider variety of 
drug resistant HIV mutants 
emerge, making it increasingly 
likely that someone who is HIV¬ 
positive could become infected 
with a different and possibly 
worse strain of the virus. 

In response to a question 
about whether taking combina¬ 
tion antiviral therapy might serve 
as prophylaxis against new strains 
of HIV, Evans answered— in what 
would become the evening’s re¬ 
frain— that we don’t know yet. 

Michael Discepola, the HIV 
Services Coordinator at the AIDS 
Health Project, addressed the 
question of whether HIV infec¬ 
tion matters so much now, if 
AIDS can be treated. He pointed 
out that the new antiviral regi¬ 
mens are difficult (often necessi¬ 
tating a regimented schedule and 
dietary restrictions), expensive 
(combinations can run as high as 
$20,000 per year), and have side 
effects that can range from an¬ 
noying to severe (including nau¬ 
sea, mouth numbness, and kidney 
stones). He stressed that “HIV is 
not yet a chronic, manageable dis¬ 
ease.” 

Evans talked briefly about 
post-exposure prophylaxis (PEP), 
in which a combination antiviral 
regimen is begun within the first 
36 hours to two months after ex¬ 
posure to HIV. PEP was original¬ 
ly used for healthcare workers 
who experienced an occupational 
exposure; the recently initiated 
Options Project at San Francisco 
General Hospital is studying the 
effectiveness of PEP for people in 
the initial stages of HIV infection, 
including those exposed through 
sexual activity. However, Discepo¬ 
la stressed that “there is no ‘morn¬ 
ing after’ pill.” It is unknown how 
long such treatment will have to 
be continued to prevent a resur¬ 
gence of the virus. 

Discepola discussed the psy¬ 
chological and mental health is¬ 
sues raised by the new therapies, 
noting that there is “a lot of fear 
along with the hope.” The early 
success of the new drug combina¬ 
tions has changed many men’s 
feelings about the future, about 
work, about their financial status, 
and about dating, intimacy and 
relationships. But protease in¬ 
hibitors do not work for everyone. 


Discepola mentioned the recent 
phenomenon of support groups 
for symptomatic HIV-positive 
people in which some members 
are improving and becoming 
asymptomatic while others re¬ 
main ill. Many who are feeling 
better find they cannot celebrate 
while their friends are still sick. 

Discepola likened the sense of 
guilt among men in whom the 
new drugs are working well to the 
“survivor guilt” experienced by 
some HIV-negative gay men. 

In terms of epidemiology, the 
picture is once again unclear. 
While safer sex messages for indi¬ 
viduals remain the same, it is the¬ 
oretically possible that if the pool 
of potential sex- and needle-shar¬ 
ing partners has a lower average 
viral load thanks to new combi¬ 
nation therapies, the rate of HIV 
transmission could be reduced. 
This past summer, Department of 
Public Health Director Sandra 
Hernandez stated, “If you assume 
we make no further impacts on 
behavioral change... these pro¬ 
tease inhibitors - in that they re¬ 
duce viral load so dramatically - 
could potentially have an impact 
on new HIV infections. For the 
individual who may not be prac¬ 
ticing safe sex all of the time, if 
they are taking protease inhibitors 
regularly in combination with 
other antiretroviral therapy, then 
presumably their infectiousness 
would be somewhat decreased.” 

The panelists agreed that the 
media hype surrounding the new 
HIV treatments may be excessive, 
and that the long-term effects of 
protease inhibitor drugs are un¬ 
known. Evans noted that the 
media tends to report the positive 
aspects of the new therapies but 
not their drawbacks, and ex¬ 
pressed his belief that “the ‘c- 
word’ has been used incredibly 
prematurely.” 

In conclusion, responding to 
the earlier disruption, Esposito 
stressed the importance of per¬ 
sonal choice. People have the right 
to hear about the full range of 
treatment options and to choose 
those that they feel are appropri¬ 
ate for themselves. “Many people 
taking the new drug combina¬ 
tions,” he noted, “are having great 
success.” ▼

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ACT UP/SF 
charged 
with battery

F elony assault and terrorist 
threat charges have been 
lodged against ACT 
UP/San Francisco member 
Michael Bellefountaine following 
a November 18 incident at 10 
United Nations Plaza, which 
houses the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, the federal Social Se¬ 
curity Administration, and an 
AIDS Health Project mental 
health crisis team. 

Activist Ronnie Burk was also 
arrested and charged with misde¬ 
meanor battery in the incident, 
which involved San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation security guards 
and officials. 

Burk was released from cus¬ 
tody the evening of the incident, 
but Bellefountaine was held on 
the felony charges and was re¬ 
quired to post $3,000 bail. 

A police report concerning the 
incident was not available at Bay 
Area Reporter press time. 

Burk was at the site for a pre¬ 
arranged meeting to personally 
appeal a recent decision by San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation 


client Services Director Susan 
Haikalis, LCSW, to permanently 
suspend him from receiving 
client services at the foundation 
- and its sister agencies, Shanti 
and the AIDS Health Project. 

Haikalis suspended Burk for 
the widely-condemned October 7 
incident in which the group dis¬ 
rupted a SFAF voter’s forum - 
and Burk dumped a bag of used 
kitty litter over Executive Direc¬ 
tor Pat Christen’s head - to 
protest the foundation’s public 
policies related to protease in¬ 
hibitors. 

Burk’s action violated the 
terms of an agreement that all 
AIDS Foundation, AHP, and 
Shanti clients are required to 
sign, which prohibits physical as¬ 
saults or threats against “Founda¬ 
tion staff, interns, and volun¬ 
teers.” 

In the suspension letter, 
Haikalis referred Burk to the 
Center for Special Problems and 
AIDS Benefits Counselors for 
client services.

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Toward a standard of care: 


Defining therapy for HIV

T he NIH Panel to Define 
Principles of Therapy of 
HIV Infection met in an ex¬ 
haustive public meeting Novem¬ 
ber 13-14 in Washington, DC, to 
discuss how to use the new array 
of anti-AIDS drugs and tests. 

The recommendations of the 
24-member group of clinicians, 
researchers, and activists, chaired 
by Charles Carpenter, M.D., likely 
will be published in January. 

Viral load tests 

Viral load tests have become 
indispensable in monitoring the 
effect of new therapies on the 
virus in clinical practice. The 
commercially available Amplicor 
test by Roche is sensitive down to 
400/500 copies of the virus. The 
next generation will push the level 
of detection down to about 20/25 
copies, and it should be commer¬ 
cially available in 1997. 

Steven Herman, Ph.D. with 
Roche Laboratories, cautioned 
not to fixate on individual num¬ 
bers, particularly at the low 
threshold of accuracy of the viral 
load test. Changes in the 5,000- 
10,000 range “are really the ‘noise’ 
and variations of labs.” What is 
significant is a three- to five-fold 
increase in viral levels which is 
sustained over time. 

John Mellors, M.D. at the Uni¬ 
versity of Pittsburgh Medical 
Center, compared HIV to menin¬ 
gitis where conditions can change 
radically in just a few hours. With 


changes in HIV viral loads, “noth¬ 
ing is going to happen overnight, 
in two weeks, or in two months. 
We can monitor and intervene 
over time.” 

Timothy Schacker, M.D. at the 
University of Minnesota, tracked 
patients’ responses to the virus 
from very early in infection as 
they progressed. Frequently they 
were able to pinpoint the exact 
source and date of infection. In 
one instance a pair of lovers was 
infected by the same sex worker at 
the same time, and exhibited very 
different immune responses. 

He offered that “those who 
sought medical evaluation quick¬ 
er,” generally because of a strong 
flu-like reaction soon after infec¬ 
tion, “were more likely to rapidly 
progress.” Individual viral loads 
seem to stabilize or plateau about 
six months after infection. The 
higher the stabilization point, the 
more likely the individual is to 
rapidly progress. 

But Schacker cautioned that 
significant numbers of patients 
did not conform to these general 
findings. “The paradigm of high 
viral load leading to low CD4 
count does not appear to be true 
for all patients.” 

Decay of viremia 

David Ho, M.D. with the 
Aaron Diamond Institute, said 
that the half-life of viremia (or 
presence of the virus) in blood is 
only about six hours. He outlined 
the “rapid decay of viremia dur¬ 
ing the first ten days of therapy, 
then a much slower decay in the 


second phase.” That suggests the 
virus is largely cleared from blood 
during the first phase of therapy 
and only more slowly from other 
reservoirs of infection, primarily 
lymphoid tissue. 

Ashley Haase, M.D. at the Uni¬ 
versity of Minnesota, observed 
that triple combination therapy 
has had a “dramatic impact” on 
HIV in lymph nodes. But at least 
six months after therapy reduced 
plasma viral load below the unde¬ 
tectable level, he still “found 
residue of the virus in lymphoid 
tissue.” [See related story, page 25.] 

“There are stages of infection 
when it might be more profitable 
to intervene,” according to Haase, 
who pointed out the “reservoir at 
early infection is smaller.” He 
joined with Ho in suggesting “a 
rationale for early intervention.” 

Janis Giorgi, Ph.D. at the 
UCLA School of Medicine, dis¬ 
cussed a fairly recent discovery 
concerning the telomers of CD4 
cells. Telomers are the multiply re¬ 
peated end patterns of chromo¬ 
somes which sequence the other 
genes in cell replication. Telomers 
become shorter with age, thus in¬ 
hibiting the cell’s ability to repli¬ 
cate, while in cancer cells they be¬ 
come longer and hence “immor¬ 
tal,” replicating wildly. 

The telomers of CD4 cells in 
people with advanced HIV infec¬ 
tion “reached the same length as 
those who are very old.” That sug¬ 
gests they have undergone accel¬ 
erated replication in fighting the 
virus, have rapidly aged, and have 
exhausted much of their ability to 
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further replicate and hence fight 
disease. 

Giorgi argued for early treat¬ 
ment, perhaps even “during the 
period before the immune re¬ 
sponse develops.” She believes 
that the immune system shows 
some ability to rebound and even 
express subsets of CD4 and CD8 
cells that had been depleted. But 
that requires suppressing the virus 
for at least six months. It becomes 
much more difficult to restore 
cells’ subsets when the CD4 level 
falls below 50. 

Joseph Margolick, M.D. at 
Johns Hopkins University, talked 
of the “inflection point” where a 
rapid decline in CD4 cells occurs. 
That generally leads to an AIDS- 
defining condition about a year 
later. There is “evidence of emer¬ 
gence of new viral strains around 
tfie inflection point” in at least 
half the patients they examined. 
But it is unclear whether viral 
mutations overwhelm the im¬ 
mune system, or the system col¬ 
lapses and viral strains emerge 
that had been suppressed. 

Resistance/compliance 

Emilio Emini, Ph.D. with 
Merck Research Laboratory, 
warned that “HIV is genetically 
unforgiving. Once resistance be¬ 
gins to occur, there is no going 
back.” He worried about patients’ 
failure to comply with the strict 
dosing pattern of protease in¬ 
hibitors. That could lead to viral 
mutations resistant to those 
drugs. 

But Carpenter and others in 
clinical practice believe compli¬ 
ance is often tied to results. He 
used the example of AZT, were 
compliance has been a problem 
primarily when the patient has 
felt that the drug was not working 
for them. People who see results 
continue to take a drug on sched¬ 
ule. 

That led panel member Valerie 
Stone, M.D. of the Brown Univer¬ 


sity School of Medicine, to suggest 
that they will have to include 
“quality of life issues” when for¬ 
mulating their recommendations. 
“For those who walk in feeling 
relatively well, it is difficult to con¬ 
vince them to take 17 pills a day.” 

Panel member and activist 
Mark Harrington, policy director 
of the New York-based Treatment 
Action Group, believes their rec¬ 
ommendations will include “use 
of viral load tests as a routine part 
of clinical management, and that 
protease inhibitors should be a 
part of the regiment. When peo¬ 
ple switch regimens they should¬ 
n’t just add one drug to a failing 
regimen, they should add at least 
one new drug and switch at least 
one of the underlying drugs they 
are on.” 

But he cautioned, “It still may 
be an appropriate response for 
people who are healthy to wait for 
more drugs or for more research 
to come out.” In light of potential 
problems of viral mutation and 
drug resistance, “people might 
want to wait until they are really 
sure that they want to make a 
treatment decision and adhere to 
a very complicated regiment.” 

Gary Rose, treatment lobbyist 
with the AIDS Action Council, 
believes “there are a whole range 
of choices they can give people so 
long as they have in the guideline 
that when you treat, you aim to 
suppress the viral load below the 
level of detection.” 

He sees “the argument for re¬ 
sources becoming easier” with 
these guidelines. “It becomes eas¬ 
ier to say you have to have this 
early intervention Medicaid pro¬ 
gram because you have these stan¬ 
dards.” 

Harrington concurs. “We hope 
this will lead to more appropriate 
coverage” by third-party payers, 
he said. “All healthcare programs 
should pay for what is the best 
and most beneficial treatment 
regiment.” ▼

Are some doctors blowing it?

F our Bay Area HIV specialists 
report that they are seeing 
dramatic real-world benefits 
from aggressive anti-HIV combi¬ 
nation therapy, but are worried 
that many doctors are prescribing 
anti-HIV drugs in ways that cause 
them to lose effect quickly. 

Dr. Steven Deeks, of the UCSF 
AIDS program and San Francisco 
General’s Ward 86, sums up 
what’s different today in his prac¬ 
tice: “For the most part, my pa¬ 
tients aren’t dying.” His patients 
include a cross-section of those 
seeking care at the public hospi¬ 
tal. “Patients where HIV is the sec¬ 
ond or third most pressing issue 
in their lives, after homelessness 
or drug use, are often still doing 
poorly, though even many of 
them are much better than a year 
ago. But patients for whom HIV 
is their only issue are doing ex¬ 
tremely well today, which is a big 
difference from a year ago.” 

Dr. Bill Owen treats more than 
300 HIV+ patients. He saw his 
first symptomatic HIV patients 
with swollen lymph nodes in 
1979. “The last nine months have 
wrought a remarkable change in 
our treatment successes,” reports 
Owen. “I used to routinely get up 
at 4 a.m. and make hospital 
rounds from 5-7 before going to 
the clinic. Now, I still get up at 4 
a.m., but I work out for two hours 
because I have so few patients in 
the hospital.” 

“My patients are doing phe¬ 
nomenally better,” reports Dr. 
David Senechek. “If you look at 
the most basic statistic like how 
many people are dying, I had 20 
people die in 1994, nine in 1995, 
and four so far this year. During 
that time my practice grew 30% 
to about 600 HIV+ patients.” 
Senechek sees very few patients 
not doing well. “I’ve seen no evi¬ 
dence in my practice of people 
failing new anti-HIV therapies. If 
their viral loads weren’t zero six 
months ago, they are zero now. 
I’ve had people with zero to ten 
CD4 cells for four years rising to 
200-300 and going back to work. I 
have seen patients recover from 
MAI this year, a first. I have pa¬ 
tients with severe KS who have 
gone into remission.” 

It’s the drugs 

The doctors all attribute the 
change to use of new anti-HIV 
drugs, in combinations designed 
to fully suppress viral load as 
monitored by viral load tests. The 
specialists generally combine at 
least three drugs in all patients, 
with at least one of the three being 
either a new protease inhibitor 
(PI) or non-nucleoside reverse 
transcriptase inhibitor (NNRTI). 

Dr. Marge Poscher evaluates 
patients individually to determine 
a drug combination. “When I first 
see a patient, I get a viral load test, 
CD4 count, and drug history, and 
assess their feeling about taking 
medicines. For people with ex¬ 
tremely high viral loads, over 
about 100,000, a PI is essential. I 
generally use crixivan first, be¬ 
cause I’ve had the best results with 
the fewest side-effects. I some¬ 
times combine two Pis or use 
Saquinavir at double or triple 
strength. For people with 
midrange viral loads who are hes¬ 
itant about Pis because of the

dosing schedule, I’ve had great re¬ 
sults using a triple combo with an 
NNRTI, either azt/ddi/nevirapine 
or 3tc/d4t/nevirapine.” 

Both Poscher and Senechek 
stress that even patients with ad¬ 
vanced HIV disease or with 
multi-drug resistant virus can 
benefit from the new drugs. “With 
the hard cases, you get creative,” 
says Poscher. “In patients whose 
viral load does not respond to a 
standard three drug combo, I’m 
using NNRTIs with Pis and some¬ 
times adding hydroxy urea. I try 
some patients back on nucleo¬ 
sides they haven’t been on in a 
while. 

“For people who seem stable 
right now but whose viral load is 
not as suppressed as I would like 
using available options, I am 
tending to wait six months until 
the new viracept PI and 1592, a 
new nucleoside analogue, are 
available so I can use those two 
drugs in combination. I don’t 
want to waste a potent new PI on 
sequential monotherapy.” 

Senechek uses very frequent 
viral load testing when changing 
therapy and often builds a combi¬ 
nation in steps. “I started using 
comparison viral load testing be¬ 
cause I wanted to do things scien¬ 
tifically. Two weeks after you give 
a drug to a patient, you either see 
a dramatic drop in viral load of at 
least 50-80% or you don’t. I want 
to quickly prove that each drug I 
am using is giving a beneficial ef¬ 
fect, before I add another. For 
some resistant cases, I’m adding 
four and five drugs together, but 
if I can’t get viral load down, in a 
very few cases I’ve taken patients 
off everything for three weeks and 
let viral load rise to an untreated 
level. I then draw blood for a viral 
load, and at the same time add 
one or two drugs that I think will 
be effective given a patient’s drug 
history. 

“After two weeks, if I see a 
drop, I add another drug; if not, I 
switch to two different drugs. For 
a couple of hard cases, this ap¬ 
proach allowed me to quickly find 


a drug combination that worked.” 

However, some doctors and vi¬ 
rologists worry that adding anti¬ 
virals in a step-wise fashion, even 
only separated by a few weeks, 
could lead to the development of 
resistant virus. 

But are some doctors 
blowing it? 

Despite some differences in 
treatment strategies, the four spe¬ 
cialists all expressed concern that 
many doctors are not mak¬ 
ing good use of the new 
drugs. “The medical 
community, even in 
this area, is far too 
conservative regarding 
HIV treatment,” ex¬ 
pressed Senechek. “With 
95% of people eventu¬ 
ally dying of untreat¬ 
ed HIV, the sensible 
thing medically is to 
treat HIV early and 
treat it fully. When you treat with 
a combination of potent drugs 
that all are effective in a particu¬ 
lar patient, the virus shuts down. 
Piecemeal adding one new thera¬ 
py on top of failing drugs will 
keep killing people and will re¬ 
duce for some what could have 
been a ten-year or longer anti¬ 
viral benefit down to a year or 
less.” 

Senechek’s concern is con¬ 
firmed by a survey just released by 
the San Francisco Community 
Consortium, titled “Community 
Patterns of Care for HIV Disease,” 


which found that 70% of doctors 
usually prescribe nucleoside ana¬ 
logues alone (such as AZT plus 
3tc) in patients with 200-500 CD4 
cells. Survey results were collected 
in May, so patterns of care may be 
changing. 

“My view has changed in just 
the last few weeks,” reports Steven 
Deeks. “Not-yet-published data 
shows that resistance develops 
quickly with combinations that 
are not completely suppressive. 
I’m coming to believe that when 
you start with anti-virals, 
you should use a combi¬ 
nation that completely 
suppresses viral load 
or you may waste your 
chance to fully benefit 
from some good drugs. 
“For most people, 
that means starting 
with a combination 
including a PI or 
NNRTI.” 

Resistance testing 

There is some interest in using 
viral resistance testing as it be¬ 
comes available to select drug 
combinations, although Poscher 
and others are not sure how use¬ 
ful it will ultimately be. “I find,” 
she reports, “that with careful his¬ 
tories, you can estimate which 
drugs will be effective. I was at a 
conference recently where they 
described flying blood to Belgium 
for a $900 phenotypic resistance 
test for a patient who had used al¬ 
most every available anti-viral 


and, lo-and-behold, the test 
showed the person was still sensi¬ 
tive to nevirapine. 

“Well, I could have told you 
that without spending $900 for a 
test.” 

Senechek, while hopeful the 
tests may eventually prove useful, 
is currently also skeptical. “I don’t 
think the genotypic testing right 
now is sensitive or clear enough in 
terms of what it tells you.” 

Still killers: PML, CMV, 
CNS lymphoma 

All the doctors report some 
patient deaths from a few particu¬ 
larly intractable opportunistic 
conditions. “We lost two people 
this year to disseminated CMV 
[cytomegalovirus],” said 

Senechek. “Anti-CMV therapy is 
limited, and CMV mutates to 
avoid treatments and suppresses 
T-cells as severely as HIV. 

“Our other two deaths were to 
PML [caused by a viral infection 
in the brain] and to CNS lym¬ 
phoma. But other patients, even 
with nodular lymphoma and KS 
and some with PML, are having 
remissions.” 

Poscher and Owen implicate 
the same chief killers in their 
AIDS practices, and also report 
cases of extremely sick patients 
getting dramatically better. 

Deeks implicates one other 
killer: “I’ve had two patients die 
this year from Hepatitis C after 
their CD4 cells rose,” he said.

AIDS czar, civil 
rights chief to leave

§M| atsy Fleming, director of 
the national Office of AIDS 
1 Policy, and Assistant Attor¬ 
ney General for Civil Rights Deval 
Patrick are among the lower level 
appointees leaving the Clinton 
administration as it puts together 
its team for the second term. 

Fleming was the second person 
to occupy that AIDS office in the 
White House. Her predecessor, 
Kristine Gebbie, was virtually 
fired, after one ineffective year, 
when she spoke of “Victorian 
morals” as an impediment to ef¬ 
fective AIDS education. 

Fleming was an able bureau¬ 
crat selected more for her ability 
to work quietly than for public 
leadership or advocacy skills. That 
is the role she played during her 
more than two year tenure at the 
post. The budget and number of 
personnel of the office declined 
during those years. 

AIDS advocates have renewed 
their call for an “AIDS czar” that 
candidate Bill Clinton promised 
in his 1992 campaign. They want 
an appointee with public stature 
and visibility who will make AIDS 
a major issue within the adminis¬ 
tration and before the American 
public. 

“We demand an AIDS czar, not 
an AIDS serf,” said Steve Michael 
with ACT UP/Washington.

Names being bandied about in¬ 
clude old standbys such as former 
Connecticut Governor Lowell 
Weicker and retiring Oregon Sen¬ 
ator Mark Hatfield, both Repub¬ 
licans, and the hottest current 
name, Mike Lowry, retiring De¬ 
mocratic Governor of Washing¬ 
ton state. 

However, the successor is like¬ 
ly to be another low-level bureau¬ 
crat. There is no indication from 


the Clinton administration that it 
intends to raise the profile of 
AIDS in a second term. 

Deval-ued hopes 

Deval Patrick came to Wash¬ 
ington after the bungled nomina¬ 
tion of Lani Guinier to that civil 
rights post after it had lain vacant 
for 15 months. Hopes were high 
when he took the oath of office in 
April 1994. 

Eric Rosenthal, lobbyist for the 
Human Rights Campaign (HRC), 
called the ceremony “one of the 
highlights of my nine years” in 
Washington. Tanya Domi, lobby¬ 
ist for the National Gay and Les¬ 
bian Task Force (NGLTF), said,“It 
is good to know there is someone 
at the Justice Department that re¬ 
ally understands, that is not going 
to shift on this mission based 
upon the political winds of the 
time.” 

But Patrick’s tenure publicly 
avoided gay and lesbian issues, 
probably at the insistence of the 
White House. A principal exam¬ 
ple was the Senate hearings in 
June 1994 on the Employment 
Non-Discrimination Act 

(ENDA). Patrick was invited to 
testify on the bill, but instead of¬ 
fered a letter for the record stating 
the administration’s support for 
the principle - but not for the bill 
itself.

T he Ashland, Wisconsin 
school district agreed 
Wednesday, November 20 
to pay $900,000 to a former stu¬ 
dent who had accused school offi¬ 
cials of failing to protect him from 
gay bashing. 

The decision followed a federal 
court jury verdict Tuesday, finding 
the district guilty of discrimina¬ 
tion based on sexual orientation. 

The suit was filed by Jamie 
Nabozny, now 21 and currently 


living in Minneapolis. He 
dropped out of high school in his 
junior year and blamed his drop¬ 
ping out on the years of abuse to 
which he had been subjected. 

Attorneys for the school dis¬ 
trict and Nabozny negotiated 
through the night to reach the set¬ 
tlement. The jury had been sched¬ 
uled to begin considering dam¬ 
ages Wednesday. 

“Countless gay kids have paid a 
high price for abuse,” said Patricia 
M. Logue, an attorney for Lambda 
Legal Defense and Education 
Fund, the largest legal organization 


dedicated to protecting the civil 
rights of gays men and women. 

Nabozny said the settlement 
will allow him to go on with his life. 

“I feel like I have justice and 
that this means justice for all 
other kids out there who aren’t 
sure if they should stay in school 
or stay alive,” said Nabozny, who 
tried to commit suicide several 
times. 

Nabozny obtained a general 
equivalency degree after he 
dropped out of high school. 

“I hope I can go to college and 
have the normal educational ex-

perience that I waited a long time 
for,” Nabozny said. 

The jury, which arrived at its 
verdict following a two-day trial, 
found three school district admin¬ 
istrators liable for not protecting 
Nabozny from abuse by other stu¬ 
dents between 1988 and 1992. 

Nabozny’s mother testified 
during the trial that school offi¬ 
cials repeatedly brushed off her 
pleas for help with statements like, 
“Boys will be boys” and “If you’re 
going to be gay, you have to learn 
to expect such abuse.” 

The officials testified they did 
not remember such incidents. T

D utch and American AIDS 
researchers have presented 
findings that show a three- 
drug cocktail can drive 
down HIV to undetectable levels 
in lymph tissue, as well as in 
blood - although further hiding 
places may remain. 

After six months of taking 
three drugs - AZT, 3TC, and ri¬ 
tonavir - six people had levels of 
the virus too low for current tests 
to find, reported Daan Notermans 
from the Academic Medical Cen¬ 
tre in Amsterdam. 

He and colleagues reported 
their findings at the Third Inter¬ 
national Conference on Drug 
Therapy in Birmingham, England 
November 7. Some of the co-re¬ 
searchers, from the University of 
Minnesota, published a paper si¬ 
multaneously, showing where the 
virus can build up inside the 
lymph system. 

The success of the drug cocktail 
does not mean doctors know that 
HIV is completely out of the 
human body, said Dr. Lynn Smiley, 
international director of Antiviral 
Research for Glaxo Wellcome, in 
Research Triangle Park, N.C. 

Glaxo Wellcome makes two of 
the drugs in the test, 3TC and 
AZT. The third drug, the protease 


inhibitor ritonavir (or Norvir), 
comes from Abbott Laboratories. 

Smiley said previous research 
had shown that HIV also sneaks 
into the central nervous system, 
for example. Researchers will 
need to check virus levels in spinal 
fluid among other potential virus 
hideouts. 

About eight or ten studies are 
now tracking people who take 
AZT, 3TC and another drug, often 
protease inhibitors, Smiley said. If 
their results are as promising as 
the Amsterdam study, researchers 
may take the next step: getting the 
patients to stop taking the drugs 
to see if the virus bounces back. 

“It’s kind of like putting cancer 
in remission,” Smiley said. Doc¬ 
tors watch carefully to make sure 
cancers do not pop up again, and 
AIDS specialists may end up 
doing similar monitoring. 

She praised the Minnesota 
team led by Ashley Haase for “el¬ 
egant work” that is giving re¬ 
searchers a glimpse of what the 
virus does in the lymph system. 

The lymph system can harbor 
plenty of virus even though the 
blood shows little trace of it, warn 
Haase and colleagues in a paper 
published in the journal Science. 
They note, however, that the pa¬ 
tients who had this virus mis¬ 
match - low blood levels and high 
lymph levels - were just taking 
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two drugs, neither of them a pro¬ 
tease inhibitor. The team has 
checked the levels in people tak¬ 
ing protease inhibitors too, but 
announcing the results “will be 
page two at a later date,” said 
Keith Henry, a co-author of the 
Science paper. 

The Minnesota team has made 
lymph studies much easier in re¬ 
cent years by refining a way of 
sampling the lymph system with¬ 
out surgery. The researchers can 
now get an idea of virus levels by 
just numbing the back of the 
throat and nicking off a piece of 
tonsil as big as a BB. 

Henry predicted that after 
years of focusing on virus in the 
blood, scientists will now be able 
to chase HIV deeper into its hide¬ 
outs in the body. Finding a win¬ 
dow on rhe lymph system is 
“bridging into the next frontier,” 
he said. ▼

cording to Lee’s attorney, the trio 
had come with a carload of other 
East Bay residents, ostensibly to 
celebrate Bell’s 21st birthday at the 
popular South of Market hetero¬ 
sexual club DNA Lounge. 

John Stellin, the third defen¬ 
dant in the case, failed to show for 
trial, and Tang issued a bench 
warrant for his arrest. 

In his pre-sentencing remarks 
to Tang, Bell had pleaded for a le¬ 
nient sentence and apologized to 
the court for the hate crime. His 
attorney, SF Public Defender 
Nancy Rosier, had unsuccessfully 
pleaded for house detention or 
work furlough from jail. 

In remarks that may have been 
prompted by his attorney, Bell told 
the court he felt “very badly” about 
having committed the anti-gay as¬ 
sault on Bennett, promised that 


such an attack would “never hap¬ 
pen again,” and stressed that he was 
“a good candidate for probation.” 

If this is justice... 

Bell’s failure to turn himself in 
didn’t surprise Bennett, who an¬ 
grily denounced Tang’s decision 
to release the remaining defen¬ 
dants on their own recognizance. 

“She said she would take re¬ 
sponsibility for this,” said Bennett. 
“I’m not surprised that he didn’t 
show up. If this is what justice is, 
our community has more prob¬ 
lems than they’ve ever realized.” 

Bennett also expressed frustra¬ 
tion that his case had passed 
through nine prosecutors at the 
District Attorney’s office before at¬ 
torney Chris Clifford was assigned 
to the case less than a day before 
the case went to trial on October 
31— and one year to the day after 
the anti-gay attack occurred. 

At sentencing, prosecutor Clif¬ 
ford had strongly urged Tang to 


sentence the defendants to serve 
the entire year sentence in jail and 
to remand Bell and Lee to jail im¬ 
mediately after sentencing because 
of concerns they would not appear. 

Defense attorneys had asked 
the gay-bashers be given two 
weeks before starting their sen¬ 
tences. 

Over Clifford’s protests, Tang 
declined, saying that because Bell 
and Lee had met every court date 
and shown up for trial, she be¬ 
lieved they would both appear to 
serve their terms. She gave the de¬ 
fendants a week to get their affairs 
in order before they were re¬ 
manded to custody. 

Clifford, normally a corporate 
securities attorney for Zelle and 
Larson who is on a public service 
project loan to the District Attor¬ 
ney’s office, said that while he dis¬ 
agreed with Tang, he thought she 
had been “very compassionate” in 
her sentence of Bell. 

“I think she’d like to believe 


that people are basically good 
overall, and sometimes people do 
bad things, and that you separate 
that behavior and you punish it,” 
Clifford said. 

Because of Stellin’s flight, there 
had been open speculation among 
courthouse observers whether 
Bell or Lee would show up for 
sentencing in Tang’s court, much 
less turn themselves into custody. 

Bennett told the B.A.R. he was 
frightened because Bell and the 
two other defendants once showed 
up at his former home, trailing be¬ 
hind a woman who claimed to be 
a private investigator. 

He was given several days of 
police drive-by protection at his 
house following that incident, he 
said, but fears about retaliation 
forced him to move at a cost of 
more than $4,000. 

Bennett said he had complete¬ 
ly cooperated with the prosecu¬ 
tion in the case— and had been 
initially hopeful the case would 


show others in the gay communi¬ 
ty that the criminal justice system 
serves victims of anti-gay vio¬ 
lence. Now he is angry and con¬ 
cerned that no one from the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney’s office had both¬ 
ered to notify him that Bell had 
failed to show for sentencing, and 
that he should take precautions 
for his safety. 

“Do I have to be worried that 
he could show up on my 
doorstep?” he asked. 

The Sheriff’s department now 
has responsibility for returning 
Bell to custody through its War¬ 
rant Service Unit and will actively 
seek to locate and return him to 
jail to serve his commitment, 
Sheriff’s spokeswoman Eileen 
Hirst said. 

The Bay Area Reporter has 
learned that Judge Herb Donald¬ 
son has issued a bench warrant for 
Bell’s apprehension, because of 
the possibility that he has fled 
local jurisdiction. ▼

“About 50% of IV drug users have 
Hepatitis C, and in some people 
with the infection a strengthened 
immune system can trigger dam¬ 
age to the liver.” 

Senechek reports his patients 
with Hepatitis C are doing well 
when treated aggressively for that 
infection along with their anti- 
HIV treatment. 

Getting access to HIV 
specialists and treatments 

Senechek and Poscher report 
they have had surprisingly few 
problems getting private and pub¬ 
lic insurance to pay for the tests 
and treatments they wanted. “I 
have an excellent front desk staff 
who can handle most insurance 
issues,” reports Senechek. “And in 
cases where an insurance provider 
had questions, I’ve gotten on the 
phone, explained what I was try¬ 
ing to do, and they’ve approved it. 
I’ve even had success with Kaiser 
patients I am seeing as a consul¬ 
tant.” Senechek does not accept 
patients with only MediCal cover¬ 
age because the reimbursement is 
extremely limited, but he does ac¬ 
cept Medicare and virtually all 
private insurance. Poscher accepts 


patients with MediCal, with 
Medicare, and with most private 
insurance and group plans. 

The four doctors were very 
aware of the latest HIV research 
results and were well-informed 
regarding when new treatments 
were going to become available. 
This appears to be reflected in re¬ 
cent studies showing that patients 
seen by doctors with large HIV 
practices live twice as long as 
those seen by physicians who have 
just a few HIV+ patients. 

“Physicians with a lot of HIV 
experience clearly prescribe dif¬ 
ferently,” reports Thomas Mitchell 
of the Community Consortium. 
“They are more likely to treat OIs 
appropriately, tend to treat HIV 
more aggressively and earlier, and 
are closest to the state of the art in 
their treatment strategies. There 
seems to be a shift away from hav¬ 
ing HIV treated by primary care 
doctors to it being a specialty, and 
that may mean patients will live 
longer.” ▼

At the time of the warrant, 
Lewis’s criminal scheme was con¬ 
demned by Robert Cebaj, M.D., 
the president of the national Les¬ 
bian and Gay Medical Associa¬ 
tion, a membership group of les¬ 
bian and gay physicians. 

“It’s such a violation. He was 
preying on some of the most vul¬ 


nerable people,” Cebaj said. 

Lewis had initially attempted 
to call the clinic Health Continu¬ 
um, but was force to rename the 
operation after complaints from 
Continuum HIV Day Services, 
where, ironically, he had once un¬ 
successfully applied for a position 
as a social worker. 

At press time, District Attor¬

ty guard took place as Burk and

The 
description of what happened is 
the description of a violent act. 

“It’s an assault. It’s not accept¬ 
able. It’s harmful to the commu¬ 
nity.”

audience must accept Streisand, 
now in her mid-50s, as Rose Mor¬ 
gan, the unmarried, live-at-home 
daughter of Lauren Bacall. Reclu¬ 
sive and too smart for almost any¬ 
one, Rose meets Gregory Larkin 
(Bridges), a recovering sex-addict 
math professor who places an ad 
for a non-sexual female compan¬ 
ion in a newspaper. Rose’s beauti¬ 
ful and oft-married sister, Claire 
(Mimi Rogers), answers the ad for 
Rose, and, after a few false starts, 
the marriage between homely 
Rose and hunky Gregory is ac¬ 
complished — but not consum¬ 
mated. More than two hours later, 
after much verbal foreplay, the 
theme song rises and there is an 
indication that Rose and Gregory 
have overcome Gregory’s self-im¬ 
posed celibacy and Rose’s long¬ 
standing personal insecurity 
enough to actually make love to 
each other. Under these circum¬ 
stances, it is almost a miracle that 
The Mirror Has Two Faces works 
at all, but it does work on several 
levels. 

First, Streisand is a wonderful 
director. She coaches superlative 
performances from her co-stars. 
Jeff Bridges is thoroughly charm¬ 
ing, rendering a classic Jimmy 
Stewart performance, without the 
accent; and Lauren Bacall and 
Mimi Rogers are sensational in 
wonderfully bitchy supporting 
roles. Tom John contributes an el¬ 
egant production design comple¬ 
mented by Theoni V. Aldredge’s 
beautiful costumes. But the most 
remarkable accomplishment is 
Richard LaGravenese’s literate and 
amusing screenplay, which takes a 
basic ’40s set-up and successfully 
reworks it for the ’90s. Then there 
is Streisand, the actress. 

Although technically on target, 
Streisand renders the same per¬ 
formance in this film that she of¬ 
fered as Katie in 1973’s The Way 
We Were. In all the fundamental 
character traits, Rose is Katie. If 
this film were made any time be¬ 
fore 1980, it would have been a 
perfect vehicle for Streisand. But 
in 1996, Streisand is, frankly, too 
old for this role — the director 
should have re-cast the female 
lead for The Mirror Has Two Faces. 
Instead, Streisand resorts to elab¬ 
orate cinematic disguises to hide 
her double chin and give the ap¬ 


pearance that she is still within 
shouting distance of 40. She casts 
a younger leading man and em¬ 
ploys not one but two cinematog¬ 
raphers — Dante Spinotti and 
Andrezej Bartkowiak — in a Joan 
Crawford-style attempt to hold 
onto a screen image that is no 
longer age-appropriate. 

In this film, Streisand’s vain¬ 
glorious cinematic efforts to dis¬ 
guise her age include: soft-focus 
lenses; an insistence on left, three- 
quarter profile shots; camera an¬ 
gles above eye level that cast a 
shadow over the chin; an assort¬ 
ment of high-necked sweaters and 
coats, as well as scarves wrapped 
around the neck; and, when all 
else fails, hands or wine glasses 
hover just below Streisand’s jaw as 
she delivers lines. For most of the 
film, Streisand is the ugly-duck¬ 
ling Rose — a state characterized 
by the absence of lipstick and 
rouge. Later in the film, Rose, 
transformed into a swan, becomes 
a coifed, painted, and aerobicized 
confection of indeterminate age 
— resulting in a Streisand who 
bears a remarkable resemblance 
to Jim Bailey. Not since Warren 


Beatty in 1994’s Love Affair has a 
star gone to such extraordinary 
lengths to perpetuate a fading 
screen presence. 

In this respect, Streisand is 
simply the latest in a long line of 
mostly female stars who seem un¬ 
able or unwilling to allow them¬ 
selves to age. And in the arc of a 
career, it is the acceptance of the 
aging process that differentiates 
actors from stars. More than any¬ 
thing else, it is this ability — not 
talent — that separates Bette 
Davis, Jessica Tandy, and Helen 
Hayes from the likes of Marlene 
Dietrich, Joan Crawford, and 
Lana Turner. If Streisand, the 
actor, continues to follow in the 
latter tradition, she will eternally 
be indebted to Streisand the pro¬ 
ducer/director for roles, because 
no one else will employ her. This 
is the tragedy behind the comic 
mirror with two faces; and when 
it applies to someone with 
Streisand’s incredible talent, it is 
no laughing matter. T

S erious readers were shocked 
in 1971 when Vittorio de 
Sica announced he had fi¬ 
nally (after ten years of trying) 
obtained financing to adapt Gior¬ 
gio Bassani’s well-regarded novel 
The Garden of the Finzi-Continis 
for the screen. It wasn’t just the 
usual carping that surrounds any 
cinematic conversion of a beloved 
literary work. De Sica himself was 
considered highly problematic. 
Once a star of the Italian neo-re¬ 
alist movement, with major 
achievements like The Bicycle 
Thief (1948) and Umberto D 
(1952), by the 1960s he had been 
written off as a lightweight, inca¬ 
pable of anything more substan¬ 
tial than brittle bedroom farces 
like Marriage Italian Style (1964). 

Few were prepared then for de 
Sica’s brilliant return to form. His 
Finzi-Continis, set4n the years 
1938 to 1943, is an autumnal 


work in two senses — the subject 
is the last golden flash of freedom 
before one of history’s major 
tragedies, and it represents de 
Sica’s final great work (he made 
three lesser films after it and died 
in 1974). 

The title refers to the vast, 
walled grounds adjacent to the 


Alberto (Helmut Berger), from 
the increasingly grim develop¬ 
ments outside. We see them as 
both youngsters and young adults 
in the film’s mix of flashbacks and 
the present. 

The Finzi-Continis are ad¬ 
mired and envied by the towns¬ 
people. Middle-class Jews like the

mansion of a family of wealthy, 
reclusive Jews in Ferrara, Italy, as 
Fascism begins to overtake the 
country. This is a kind of sacred 
space of innocence, affluence, and 
protected pleasure that safeguards 
the last of the Finzi-Contini line, 
Micol (Dominique Sanda) and

family of Giorgio (Lino Capolic- 
chio) can hardly believe the Finzi- 
Continis are Jews — perhaps be¬ 
cause of their worldliness and de¬ 
tachment. Giorgio is one of the 
few invited into the garden and 
the mansion, where Micol and Al¬ 
berto play tennis, dance, and lis¬ 
ten to Scarlatti and Fats Waller. 
Giorgio is in love with Micol, but 
she seems capricious, distracted 
by a variety of amorous intrigues 
and a perhaps too-close relation¬ 
ship with her brother. Alberto ap¬ 
pears to be in love with another 
frequent visitor to the garden, the 
ruggedly handsome Malnate 
(Fabio Testi), who indulges Alber¬ 
to’s desperate friendship while 
having an affair with Micol. 

The film contrasts the seeming 
frivolity and indulgences of life at 
the Finzi-Continis with the me¬ 
thodical assault on the rights of 
Ferrara’s Jews, who live in less sa¬ 
cred spaces. Giorgio is a gifted 
scholar, but he’s turned out of 
school for the “crime” of Jewish¬ 
ness. One of his friends is taken 
away, significantly, in a movie the¬ 
atre, where the “escapism” of cin¬ 
ema offers no escape. Just as it 
provided Giorgio with a romance 
(however frustrated) in the form 
of Micol, the house of the Finzi- 
Continis opens its library so he 
can continue his studies. But most 
of the townspeople are enthusias¬ 
tic supporters of “II Duce,” and 
Giorgio has little chance to sur¬ 
vive, much less study and flourish, 
unless he leaves. The film gathers 
its young people for their plea¬ 
sures in the garden, then slowly 
disperses them to their doom. 

De Sica returned to his neo-re¬ 
alist roots here, with only five of 
the actors professionals and the 
rest chosen from amateurs from 
Ferrara and elsewhere in Italy. 
The film was shot on location in 
the city in which it is set. On the 
other hand, the stark black-and- 
white of his early work is trans¬ 
formed here into luminous pas¬ 
tels that capture the fleeting, 
dreamlike existence of the Finzi- 
Continis. 

The Garden of the Finzi-Conti¬ 
nis, recently restored, is a subtle 
study of the collapse of the spirit 
in the face of intolerable histori¬ 
cal forces. For Giorgio, the film’s 
narrator and central voice, Micol 
is an ideal that remains always 
somehow out of reach, just as the 
ideal of the garden remains, to the 
Finzi-Continis, their guests, and 
the viewer, out of reach. T

Black attack 

Karen Black in \A View of the Heart'

K aren Black’s one-woman 
show, A View of the Heart, 
was such a hit at last year’s 
Solo Mio Festival that the actress 
was asked by the folks at the Plush 
Room to bring the show there for 
a two-week run. As Black proves 
in this unusual tour de force, a 
melange of songs and character 
studies, one woman’s schizo¬ 
phrenic breakdown is another’s 
inspiration. 

Black begins the show with 
barely audible chit-chat, but no 
sooner does she mouth these 
niceties and she’s off, trying on a 
range of characters that includes, 
among others, a pregnant teen, a 
Bessie Smith-style blues singer, 
and a soldier lost in love. Black is 
backed by a three-piece ensemble, 
which is good, because if the show 
had to rely on her pipes alone it 
wouldn’t get far beyond the start¬ 
ing gate. The limits of the actress’ 
vocal range are most conspicuous 
in a screechy operatic rendition of 
“Eleanor Rigby,” and I would 
argue that the world doesn’t need 
another straightforward delivery 
of “Send in the Clowns.” 

This trip with Black is uneven, 
puzzling, and often laborious — 
there is almost no discernible pro¬ 
gression from one vignette to the 
next. Yet, as an actress Black cre¬ 
ates some intensely memorable 
characters and situations. She is at 
her best in comedie studies like 
the one in which she plays three 
different vocal coaches, and her 
torchy ode to overeating, “Too Big 
to Cry and Too Fat to Get Down,” 
is positively hilarious. Black ably 
conjures real cabaret glamour for 
“Ten Cents a Dance,” but without 
a doubt the show’s high point is 
when she puts on red lipstick and 
sinks her chops into David 
Bowie’s “Time.” Equal parts Lotte 
Lenya and Courtney Love, Black 
transforms the song into a wailing 
lament on humanity’s compre¬ 
hension of its own mortality. 

There’s no doubt that part of 
what makes this show work is that 
Black herself is at the helm. She is, 
after all, a gay icon, a status con¬ 
ferred upon her after those glam¬ 
orous star turns in Airport 1975 


Flesh feast

f you go to the New Conservatory 
(which keeps living up to its other 
name: the Nude Conservatory) to 
see their Gay Pride Season plays and 
you expect to see a lot of naked male 
flesh, you won’t be disappointed, espe¬ 
cially by their latest production, Jack 
Heifner’s Vanities. A long-running, 
off-Broadway hit, Heifner’s play originally depicted the lives of 
three women friends at three stages in their lives: as cheerleaders 
in a small-town high school; as sorority sisters at college; and as 
young women of the world. Well, Heifner has re-written his hit. 
Vanities is now about three high school football players, all of 
whom are popular and gay (yeah, right). 

Heifner s play doesn’t feature any nudity, per se, but director Ed 
Decker kindly provides the audience with a flesh feast before each 
of the three scenes begins. The three actors come out to their red 
lockers, disrobe, and costtime themselves for the upcoming act. As 
for the play itself (and does the play really matter?), the writing is 
banal and tension-free, the performances unconvincing and under¬ 
rehearsed, and the production spare to the point of bland. ▼

and Nashville. But why does the af¬ 
fection run so deep? Perhaps part 
of our endless fascination with 
Black has something to do with the 
singular arc of her career, which, in 
its dramatic downward trajectory, 
underscores the definition of camp 
itself: failed seriousness. Since hit¬ 
ting it big in the late ’60s, the ac¬ 
tress has careened from playing 
counterculture babes (You're a Big 
Boy Now, Easy Rider, Five Easy 
Pieces) to leading ladies in sorry 
Hollywood epics (The Great Gats- 
by, Capricorn One) and horror sta¬ 
ples (It’s Alive III: Island of the 
Alive, Auntie Lee's Meat Pies). Di¬ 
rectors seem to be transfixed by the 
intelligence behind her sometimes 
crazed, close-set eyes. She was per¬ 
fect as the delusional starlet in 
John Schlesinger’s The Day of the 
Locust and as the transsexual in 
Robert Altman’s Come Back to the 
Five and Dime, Jimmy Dean, 
Jimmy Dean. When it comes to 
playing women falling apart, Black 
has no peer. And in no small way, 
A View of the Heart's success is in¬ 
debted to her ability to give shape 
to the seemingly endless varieties 
of human hysteria, personalities 
coming apart at the seams. 

Onstage at the Plush Room, 
Black is no longer victim to the 
vagaries of Hollywood machinery. 
She can freely indulge her gift for 
transformation and be anybody 


she wants. During “Time” she 
looks at her watch and says, “Oh, 
my God, it’s 9:35 — I should be 
gone by now.” Many of us are glad 
she’s not. However bumpy this 
show may seem at times, there’s 
no doubting that it, like Black her¬ 
self, is one of a kind. T

|| erry Herman, our premier 
craftsman of the good old- 
% fashioned Broadway sound 
of optimism, spirit and hope, was 
nearly silenced by AIDS two years 
ago. As he reveals in Showtime, his 
new autobiography, Herman was 
diagnosed HIV-positive following 
the death of his lover Marty 
Finkelstein in 1992. The following 
years were arduous ones for the 
man who crafted such feel-good 
hits as Hello, Dolly! and La Cage 
aux Folks. But a new health treat¬ 
ment soon sent Herman skyrock¬ 
eting in the other direction. Vigor 
restored, Herman dove into such 
projects as the 30th anniversary 
tour of Hello, Dolly!, an original 
Christmas television musical 
called Mrs. Santa Claus starring 
Angela Lansbury (it airs next 
month on CBS), the promotion of 
his book, and the production of 
Tune the Grand Up, a spirited 
revue of his work that opened at 
the Alcazar Theatre last week. 

In his suite at the Clift Hotel 
— the same suite he shared with 
Finkelstein when Tune the Grand 
Up premiered here in 1985 — 
Herman, 63, talked with me re¬ 
cently about his illness and his in¬ 
credibly full roster of projects, in¬ 
cluding his book. 

“I wanted to tell things no one 
knew,” Herman said. “I wanted to 
be frank. I’ve never hidden my 
sexuality or anything about my

life, but I’ve never really put it on 
the printed page like this. I’ve 
never told about Marty, for exam¬ 
ple, who was a huge, important 
part of my life. It was a great 
catharsis for me.” 

Though parts of the book were 
painful for Herman, he admitted 
he was undaunted and felt it was 
the right time to tell all. “Not be¬ 
cause I think it’s the end of any¬ 
thing, but because it was the right 
moment to do it. I can’t tell you 
how wonderful it feels to be 
healthy again. Two years ago I was 
spiraling down. I had made plans 
to very quietly exit. But I don’t feel 
that way anymore.” 

A quiet exit, though, is hardly 
an appropriate Jerry Herman exit. 
A new treatment involving pro¬ 
tease inhibitors marked a turn¬ 
around for him both mentally and 
physically. “I was not in a state of 
mind where I wanted to write any¬ 
more. You can’t write happy songs 
when you think you’re dying. But 
with the surge in health, the Mrs. 
Santa Claus project came along at 
just the right time.” 

The Claus project is Herman’s 
first work for television, and his 
first musical since 1984’s La Cage. 
He said he was drawn to the pro¬ 
ject first by the concept of a ne¬ 
glected wife staking out her own 
place in the world and second by 
the potentially large audience. “I 
like writing for the mass audience. 
Knowing how many people 
would hear my work in one night 
turned me on.” 

Following Bette Midler’s suc¬ 
cess in the TV version of Gypsy, 
there is talk of a TV Mame. Fler- 
man said he’s all for it, but they 
have to find the actress to portray 
the flamboyant Mame Dennis. 
“It’s not easy to find a lady who 
can sing and act and do all she 
needs to do and satisfy the net¬ 
work.” Herman paused thought¬ 
fully. “I’m trying to convince An¬ 
gela to do it.” 

Herman first worked with 
Lansbury when she was Broad¬ 
way’s first Mame. Now, 30 years 
later, she and Herman are togeth¬ 
er again on the Claus project. 
“Working with Angela again was 
the most comfortable thing in the 
world,” Herman cooed. “It was 
like putting on a wonderful pair 
of shoes that you’ve loved all your 
life and won’t throw out. It’s not a 
nice way to say it, and I wouldn’t 
want her to hear that, but it was 


that kind of comfort, and she felt 
the same.” 

With the publication of his 
book, which he wrote with the as¬ 
sistance of writer Marilyn Stasio, 
Herman is revealing more of him¬ 
self than ever before. And he is 
quite candid about discussing his 
homosexuality, too. “I’ve never 
had a problem being gay because 
of the business I chose,” he admit¬ 
ted. “It was natural to be gay and 
Jewish in New York theater. Both 
were very accepted in my world, 
so I never felt that sense of perse¬ 
cution. I was very circumspect in 
the ’60s and didn’t talk about my 
private life. Like with the cast of 
Milk and Honey, my first Broad¬ 
way show, it just wasn’t discussed. 
They knew I was a gay man, but 
Molly Picon [the show’s star] and 
I never talked about what I did 
when I went home. But as the 
whole attitude toward gays 
changed, so did my attitude. Soon 
enough I found myself introduc¬ 
ing my boyfriends to Carol Chan- 
ning. She was delighted. She was 
very close to Marty. I evolved with 
the movement.” 

Except for those who feel he is 
too “commercial,” the press has 
remained respectful of Herman 
through the years. “I think it’s fair 
to say that when you hit like a me¬ 
teor, which is what happened to 
me in the ’60s, the press tends to 
be skeptical about you, and I had 
skeptics. But they’re not there 
anymore. I don’t find anybody 
today saying anything that isn’t 
warm and caring about me. 
Longevity has a great deal to do 
with the attitude of the press. 
They’re more respectful of me 
now, and I haven’t done anything 
to warrant that, except for the fact 
that I am here.” 

At last week’s opening of Tune 
the Grand Up, Herman took to the 
stage with the cast for the final 
curtain call. The ovation was 
thunderous, and Herman was vis¬ 
ibly moved. At one point in the 
evening a singer performs the 
song “I’ll Be Here Tomorrow,” 
from Herman’s 1979 flop The 
Grand Tour. The song pretty well 
sums up Jerry Herman in 1996: 
“I’ll be here tomorrow/Alive and 
well and thriving/I’ll be here to- 
morrow/It’s simply called surviv¬ 
ing ... So let the skeptics 
say/Tonight we’re dead and 
gone/I’ll be here tomorrow/Sim- 
ply going on.” ▼

Zero schmaltz, high energy

I n the world of musical revues 
there are those which are ele¬ 
gant and focused on the mate¬ 
rial and those which feel the need 
to add all kinds of horrible “busi¬ 
ness” to muck up the proceedings, 
turn the performers into grinning 
automatons, and force-feed the 
audience every note of music. 
Within this spectrum of good and 
evil, Tune the Grand Up, a musical 
revue of Jerry Hermans Broad¬ 
way showtunes at the Alcazar 
Theatre, falls, mercifully, in the 
good zone. 

Still, there’s no mistaking the 
tell-tale musical revue compo¬ 
nents. Joe Ragey’s set has the 
generic awards show/cruise ship 
quality to it, but at least it’s sim¬ 
ple: a platform, a staircase with a 
simple railing, a grand piano, a 
color-washed, well-lit back¬ 
ground, and some stringy design 
elements off to the sides. The 
scenery never upstages the she de¬ 
lightful performers, who display a 
wide range of talents and vocal 
skills. There are only two bits of 
musical revue pestilence that mar 
an otherwise glorious evening: 
Barbara Valente’s overambitious 
choreography steals focus from 
the songs and occasionally makes 
the talented, hard-working cast 
look foolish. That’s simply unac¬ 
ceptable. The other glitch is the 
cliche-ridden, completely unin¬ 
formative narration that, thank¬ 
fully, only pops up intermittently. 
Nothing the spoken words tell us 
can’t be gleaned from the music 
itself. Director Jay Manley could 
dump the entire text, except for 
six words spoken near the end: 
“Words and music by Jerry Her¬ 
man.” 

Herman is the true star of the 
evening, displaying a body of work 
that is dazzling in its tuneful and 
artfully simplistic craftsmanship. 
With seven Broadway shows under 
his belt, from hits like Hello, Dolly! 
and Mame to lesser-knowns such 
as Dear World and Mack and 
Mabel, Herman is a master — and 
one of the only remaining practi¬ 
tioners — of the big, bright Broad¬ 
way sound. A tour through his 
work is one filled with glittering, 
show biz optimism. 

Tune the Grand Up's cast of 
seven overcomes the big musical 
revue hurdle of not appearing too 
fake. In fact, two of the perform¬ 
ers deliver out-and-out star turns. 
Dan Johnson stops the show with 
his rendition of “A Little More 
Mascara,” from the drag musical 
La Cage aux Folks. As an actor, 
Johnson’s performance is canny 
and knowing, and as a singer, he’s 
got the most expressive set of 
pipes around. Johnson also shines 
in the hilarious “The Man in the 
Moon (Is a Lady)” from Mame; 
the tender and impeccably per¬ 


formed “It Only Takes a Moment” 
from Dolly!; and the moving “I 
Don’t Want to Know” from Dear 
World. The other spotlight stealer 
is Marsha Mercant, whose tender 
“Time Heals Everything,” from 
Mack and Mabel, is one of the best 
versions of this magnificent song 
ever heard. With performers like 
these singing songs like these, you 


just want the showtunes to keep 
coming. Jerry Herman is truly a 
master, and Tune the Grand Up is 
a spirited, loving, and well-earned 
tribute. T

McNally's ' L!V!C!': crossover hit

T he simultaneous produc¬ 
tions of Love! Valour! Com¬ 
passion! at Berkeley Rep 
and The Rose Tattoo at ACT pro¬ 
vide an interesting comment on 
the progress of gay liberation. 
Both plays were inspired by gay 
life, and both achieved success on 
Broadway and beyond. But for 
Tennessee Williams’ Rose to be¬ 
come a mainstream hit in 1950, its 
homosexual ethos required cam¬ 
ouflage. Forty-five years later, Ter¬ 
rence McNally’s Love! Valour! 
Compassion! became a crossover 
hit precisely because its love for 
men wasn’t disguised. 

Powered by this observation, I 
decided recently to interview 
Sharon Ott, Berkeley Rep’s artistic 
director for the last 13 years (she 
is soon leaving the company), and 
Warner Shook, artistic director of 
Seattle’s Intiman Theatre, who is 
directing this production of Mc¬ 
Nally’s play. Their observations on 
the gay sensibility in L!V!C! pro¬ 
vide compelling insight into what 
McNally really sought to achieve. 

B.A.R.: Why this play? 

Sharon Ott: Because Terrence 
McNally is a really interesting and 
vital force in American theatre. 
He began with very avant-garde 
stuff, off-the-wall pieces, but now 
he is probably one of the two or 
three most successful, widely pro¬ 
duced authors working today. 
And it’s interesting that he came 
out just as gay politics was be¬ 
coming a part of the arts. His 
whole process as a writer was in 
revealing more and more of who 
he was — is — as a man. Also, he 
spans a great deal of history with 
his writing, some 20 to 25 years of 
theatre history that also happens 
to be important gay history. 

Berkeley Rep has a reputation for 
performing works that attempt to 
bring ethnic and sexual minorities 
into the theater. The Asian-influ¬ 
enced The Woman Warrior was a 
big success, and in the dozen 
years that you have been artistic 
director here you've produced 


works that seem to herald the 
emergence of so-called gay the¬ 
atre into the mainstream — Exe¬ 
cution of Justice, The Normal 
Heart, and now Love! Valour! 

, Compassion! 

SO: In terms of the Asian au¬ 
dience, I felt this was a part of the 
population that would probably 
soon be in the majority, and I felt 
that I should be doing my part to 
create literature for that popula¬ 
tion. I feel the same way about the 
gay population. This is a growing 
population, and we’re a theatre, so 
part of our repertoire should in¬ 
clude the best plays from that 
community. And it also happens 
to be the writing community in 
America that has been most pro¬ 
ductive in the past ten years. 

[To Warner Shook]:What is your 
interest in this play? 

Warner Shook: I think L!V!C! 
is a very brave and courageous 
look at how a group of men face 
their mortality before they should 
have to. What I love about it is 
that it’s impossible after seeing it 
to categorize gay people as one 
thing and the mainstream as 
something else. What Terrence 
has done so brilliantly with these 
characters is to show that they are 
all just like you and me. It’s really 
very much a crossover play. 

Was that McNally's intent? 


WS: No. Terrence doesn’t set 
out to write a play with the inten¬ 
tion of getting this or that audi¬ 
ence to see it. I think he writes 
from a very personal place. And 
like so many people, he’s been 
dealing with the loss of many peo¬ 
ple in his life, and he said he want¬ 
ed to write a play about what his 
friends were like when no one else 
was around. And that is exactly 
what he has done. He’s also writ¬ 
ten with such incredible humor 
and nuance that it is really con¬ 
temporary Chekhov. 

What aspect of the play do you 
think surprises audiences most? 

WS: It’s not the nudity, which 
most everyone calmly accepts as a 
depiction of how these men would 
relax in the country. I think what 
surprises people is the way this 
play winds up being very moving 
without the audience knowing. It’s 
like having a rug pulled out front 
under them. The ability to do that 
so well is part of Terrence’s genius. 
This is not a plot-driven play. It’s 
one of character and nuance, and 
the cumulative effect is tremen¬ 
dous. So what starts as something 
very funny becomes very moving 
and heavy. ▼

Paris was a lesbian

MM ew literary or artistic move- 
ip. ments have been considered 
H the province of women, but 
in the case of the “lost generation” 
of Paris in the ’20s, this is a nar¬ 
row, if not downright wrong, 
reading of history. While the ac¬ 
knowledged stars of this era were 
men like Hemingway and Joyce, it 
was women — many of them les¬ 
bians — who produced much of 
the movement’s enduring work. 
Bookstore owners like the Ameri¬ 
can Sylvia Beach and the French 
Adrienne Monnier innovated the 
bookstore as salon, publishing 
house, and lending library by 
opening their establishments to 
writers and artists. Gertrude 
Stein’s salon has been recognized 
as a pivotal artistic space, but 
Stein’s experimental (if not always 
intelligible) writings have been 
seen by many critics as less im¬ 
portant than her role as a sort of

butch grandmother who gave en¬ 
couragement to greater talents 
like Picasso and Hemingway. And 
Djuna Barnes, a gifted manipula¬ 
tor of language on a par with 
Joyce, has been largely written off 
as merely a gifted eccentric. 

“Paris Was a Woman” tries 
with varying degrees of success to 
redress some of these imbalances. 


Director Greta Schiller has assem¬ 
bled some exceedingly rare live 
footage, audio clips, and still pho¬ 
tographs that include Beach, 
Monnier, Stein and Alice B. Tok- 
las, Barnes, Nathalie Barney, and 
Josephine Baker. In spite of all this 
rich (and rare) source material, 
“Paris Was a Woman” has the air 
of an academic exercise, and a dis¬ 
cursive one at that. The section 
that begins with the title “Djuna 
Barnes” wanders all over the place 
before returning to its nominal 
subject, who remains a mystery. 
Furthermore, crucial controver¬ 
sies are glossed over, or omitted 
altogether, for example, Gertrude 
Stein’s still hotly disputed (at least 
in Stein circles) relationship with 
the collaborationist Vichy govern¬ 
ment that allowed her to thrive 
during the war. ▼

Connie Francis does Davies

H t’s been a bumpy ride for pop 
; icon Connie Francis, whose 
1 concert last week at Davies 
Symphony Hall reflected all the 
triumphs and tragedies of her ex¬ 
traordinary rise and fall. For seven 
years, as the ’50s gave way to the 
’60s, Francis was the number one 
female recording artist in Ameri¬ 
ca — a teen idol who was equally 
popular with adults. This nice 
Italian-American girl amassed 10 
gold records with lifetime sales of 
over 100 million records. But with 
the 1964 British invasion, her 
popularity waned, and by the 
time the summer of love rolled 
around, Francis’ career went 
south. The worst was yet to come. 
In 1974 she was raped and beaten 
in a Long Island Holiday Inn; in 
the years that followed nasal 


surgery ruined her voice; her 
beloved brother was murdered in 
a gangland-style slaying; she en¬ 
dured three disastrous marriages; 
and in the ’80s she was in and out 
of mental institutions for treat¬ 
ment of a manic-depressive con¬ 
dition. 

When the singer took to the 
stage last Friday, she apologized 
for her laryngitis, a problem exac¬ 
erbated by her recent appearance 
at a charity auction South of Mar¬ 
ket at the Eagle. But the full house 
at Davies (about 50 percent 
gay/lesbian) was in a forgiving 
mood. Dropping her bat-winged, 
fur-trimmed, black-sequined 
cape, she launched into some 
newer standards like “Lonesome 
Me” and “Wind Beneath My 
Wings” before offering up the 
Francis songbook: “Who’s Sorry 
Now,” “Stupid Cupid,” “Lipstick 
on Your Collar,” “Souvenirs,” “V-

Two for the road

ft A IF esterners tend to 
yW view mainland 
W V China as a monolith 
incapable of critical analysis 
of its own history. Some 
viewers may be surprised 
then at Li Shaohong’s new 
film, “Blush.” Set in 1949 at 
the beginning of the transi¬ 
tion to communism, the 
film opens with the takeover 
of a Shanghai brothel and 
the “re-education” of its 
whores. Two of them, Qiuyi 
(Wang Ji) and Xiaoe (He 
Saifei), are best friends who 
follow separate paths — the 
intense Qiuyi becoming the 
mistress of a rich man, Lao 
Pu (Wang Zhiwen), while 
frivolous Xiaoe labors for 
the state in a textile mill. 

After Lao Pu fails to defend her against his mother, the intransigent 
and now-pregnant Qiuyi shaves her head and joins a Buddhist 
monastery. Ironically, Xiaoe ends up in a miserable marriage with 
the father of Qiuyi’s child, Lao Pu, forming a lethal love triangle. 
“Blush” is based on a popular novel by Su Tong, of “Raise the Red 
Lantern” fame, but the film, with its strong period atmosphere, 
striking performances, and sometimes subtle attacks on the excess¬ 
es of the revolution, clearly belongs to this talented director. T 


“Blush” plays at the Four Star November 21-December 5. 
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A-C-A-T-I-O-N,” and the song 
she introduced as “the gay nation¬ 
al anthem,” “Where the Boys Are.” 
Francis’ voice did a rough approx¬ 
imation of these pop classics, but 
now that she’s pushing 60, the 
singer’s range is more limited and 
the tonal quality is not as clear as 
it once was. On the newer songs, 
Francis also suffered from diction 
problems that frequently made 
the lyrics unintelligible. 

After intermission, Francis re¬ 
turned and Tom Ammiano pre¬ 
sented her with a citation from 
the Board of Supervisors pro¬ 
claiming November 15 “Connie 
Francis Day” in San Francisco. 
With much chatter, Francis ac¬ 
knowledged the audience, the re¬ 
cent death of her father, and a 
moving and “inspiring” visit she 
made to Welcome Home Hospice 
in San Francisco. She concluded 
the evening with some Italian- 
and Spanish-language favorites 
before offering a final encore per¬ 
formance of the late Peter Allen’s 
“Once Before I Go.” 

Whatever failings Francis may 
have as a vocalist were overshad¬ 
owed by her essential sweetness 
and gratitude. The songs that 
made her famous are from a more 
innocent time — their lyrics are 
naive, wholesome, and uncompli¬ 
cated — and the audience re¬ 
sponded as much to their own 
memories as to the material being 
presented. Above the 20-piece or¬ 
chestra, a screen constantly re¬ 
played photographs, album cov¬ 
ers, and film clips from Francis’ 
career. In spite of her age, Francis 
is still that extremely likable and 
sweet little girl, and any criticism 
of the singer’s art must be tem¬ 
pered by her superlative accom¬ 
plishment as a survivor. T

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stracted nude men and a group of 
boys enact scenes of frustrated 
desire and ritual movement be¬ 
fore their tortured rhapsody is 
blasted by an atomic mushroom 
cloud. Also noteworthy is Robert 
Breer’s and William Wegman’s 
Blue Monday, a mid-’80s music 
video for New Order’s techno¬ 
rock classic, in which the British 
band’s normally dour presence is 
enlivened by Wegman’s scene¬ 
stealing Weimaraners and Breer’s 
animated squiggles. 

“Visions of America” (Novem¬ 
ber 22 and 24 at 3 p.m.) features 
works by such accomplished pho¬ 
tographers as Gordon Parks, El¬ 
liott Erwitt, and Weegee. Weegee’s 
New York was shot in 1948 at 
Coney Island, where the artist used 
concealed cameras to film week¬ 
end revelers at play. Historically, 
the most valuable work in this pro¬ 
gram is Manhatta, a 1921 collabo¬ 
ration between Charles Sheeler 
and Paul Strand that blends text 
culled from Walt Whitman’s 
poems with panoramic shots of 
the New York City skyline. 

New York is also on view in 
“Street Scenes” (November 29 
and December 1 at 1 p.m.), in 


which several shoot-ffom-the-hip 
photographers explore their city’s 
environs. In Rudy Burckhardt’s 
charming 1953 documentary 
Under Brooklyn Bridge, boys swim 
beneath a structure that either 
separates or links them and their 
families to Manhattan, while a 
boy who believes he has killed his 
brother runs away to Coney Is¬ 
land in the stylistically ground¬ 
breaking 1953 narrative Little 
Fugitive, a collaborative effort by 
Morris Engel, Ruth Orkin and 
Ray Ashley. 


er-Bresson’s Le Retour, his 1946 
study of liberated prisoners re¬ 
turning home to Paris at the close 
of World War II. Susan Meiselas, 
Alfred Guzzetti, and Richard 
Rogers collectively represent a 
more contemporary approach to 
reportage with their 1985 film 
Living at Risk, which chronicles 
the splintering of revolution in 
Nicaragua.

With so many of this century’s 
great photographers honing their 
skills as photojournalists, it’s not 
surprising that films made by 
these artists are both technically 
accomplished and emotionally 
intimate. “Photojournalism” (No¬ 
vember 29 and December 1 at 3 
p.m.) includes Margaret Bourke- 
White’s 1934 investigation of Stal¬ 
in’s legacy. Eyes on Russia, from the 
Caucasus to Moscow, and the al¬ 
ways compassionate Henri Carti- 


Baldessari deconstructs the essen¬ 
tial elements of filmmaking in his 
1973 work, Title. Words replace 
pictures as primary emblems of 
storytelling in Hollis Frampton’s 
1979 experiment Gloria, in which 
“facts” about the artist’s grand¬ 
mother scroll across the screen in 
white type, interspersed with 
silent movie clips and down- 
home hornpipe music. 

Broken rules and broken noses 
characterize the three films in 
“Portraits” (December 6 and 8 at 
3 p.m.), unconventional profiles 
of two cultural luminaries and 
one ordinary boxer. Robert Map¬ 
plethorpe’s 1978 work Still Mov¬ 
ing: Patti Smith reveals the con¬ 
troversial artists on both sides of 
the camera as alternately fascinat¬ 
ing and maddeningly self-indul¬ 
gent. As Mapplethorpe keeps the 
camera rolling on his longtime 
partner in pop culture crime, 
Smith poses, postures, and recites 
her sophomoric poetry in the 
typical style that thrills her devo¬ 
tees and bores the rest of us. 

A writer with a vastly different 
look and outlook is imaginatively 
profiled in Bruce Davidson’s 1974 
film Isaac Singer’s Nightmare and 
Mrs. Pupko’s Beard, in which the 
Yiddish author’s life merges with 
that of a character from his own 
short story. Far less intellectually 
captivating than Singer, yet per¬ 
haps a tad more photogenic, is 
boxer Andy Minsker in Bruce 
Weber’s Broken Noses, a 1987 film 
in which Weber indulges the pret¬ 
ty-boy aesthetics so familiar from 
his fashion photography adver¬ 
tisements. 

The series closes with “Three 
Meditations” (December 13 and 
15 at 1 p.m.), a rewarding pro¬ 
gram of personal films by Danny 
Lyon, Robert Frank, and Ray¬ 
mond Depardon. Lyon’s film is a 
moving meditation on family, 
identity, and filmmaking itself. 

While not all the films in each 
program will be to every viewer’s 
taste, the diversity of works being 
screened in Moving Pictures: Films 
by Photographers makes for an in¬ 
formative and entertaining docu¬ 
ment of the artistically intertwined 
histories of film and photography. 
Diehard film buffs and photogra¬ 
phy enthusiasts may want to see as 
many of these films as possible — 
many of them otherwise hard to 
find and rarely screened — while 
more casual viewers can pick and 
choose among a plethora of high¬ 
lights. ▼

Indian author reveals subversive spirit

t Raj Rao is an unusual 
writer. He writes plays 
about men hiding in toilets 
and poems with odd titles like 
Enema and Bomgay. But however 
unusual his themes and titles, 
Rao’s work — in particular the 
aforementioned poems, which 
have recently been made into a 
short film — provides a rare look 
into India’s underground gay sub¬ 
culture. The book that has earned 
him the most notoriety, though, is 
One Day I Locked My Flat in Soul 
City, one of the first collections of 
short stories with explicit gay con¬ 
tent to be published in India. The 
41-year-old Rao, a professor of 
Commonwealth Literature at the 
University of Pune near Bombay, 
has been on a reading tour of 
North America after a stint at the 
International Writers’ Workshop 
in Iowa. I spoke with him over the 
phone last week from Montreal. 

Sandip Roy: Growing up in Bom¬ 
bay; did you know other gay peo¬ 
ple? 

R. Raj Rao: That was not what I 
was looking for. I had a fairly 
strong sexual nature. I just wanted 
to discover places where I could 
have casual encounters, and Bom¬ 
bay, in that sense, is a city full of 
possibilities. I wasn’t really con¬ 
cerned about networking. In fact, 
I was very protective about my 
anonymity. I didn’t want to know 
people or let them know who I 
was. 

The turning point came when 
I went to England on a post-doc¬ 


toral research fellowship. At the 
lesbian gay society at the univer¬ 
sity I met people who were much 
younger than me who were tack¬ 
ling these issues. That was when I 
realized one could politicize gay¬ 
ness as one’s identity. 

Are gay movements in India imi¬ 
tating the West? 

They get their role models and in¬ 
spiration from the West. I think 
politicizing something too much 
tends to essentialize your identity. 
So in the West all these move¬ 
ments are leading to people think¬ 
ing of themselves as essentially 
gay, essentially South Asian. That 
kind of essentializing is good up 
to a point, but as a writer I enjoy 
ambivalence. 

Is your family aware of your sexu¬ 
ality? 

I haven’t told them in so many 
words. But they know what I write 
about and how I live. But they re¬ 
spect my space. It doesn’t come up 
when I spend my weekends at my 
mother’s house. 

Weren't you concerned about 
being open about your sexuality in 
your work? 

I don’t know whether everybody 
necessarily makes a connection 
between what one writes and 
what one is. I am not trying to 
hide it. I am open and at the same 
time I enjoy the ambivalence. I am 
not an activist in the slogan¬ 
shouting, banner-waving sense. 
That is not my temperament. 

To me, gay identity is subver-

sive and transgressive. It’s not an 
authentic identity. Jonathan Dol- 
limore’s Sexual Dissidence makes 
this point by using Oscar Wilde 
and Andre Gide as paradigms. 
Gide essentialized his gay identity 
by thinking of it as his authentic 
identity, whereas Wilde saw his 
gayness as subversion. He was an 
aesthete for whom art was more 
important than anything else. I 
think I’m closer to Wilde. 

How have your students and col¬ 
leagues reacted to your books? 

It’s been generally positive. 
Though after One Day came out 
some people who [had been] close 
to me suddenly distanced them¬ 
selves. Students who were talking 


about enrolling in my courses 
suddenly changed their minds. 
Obviously none of them would 
come and tell me it was because of 
the book. But on the other hand 
some people get closer. 

Is India getting more conserva¬ 
tive? 

I think this conservatism is a 
product of the liberalization of 
the economy. You get co-opted 
into the establishment. The desire 
to challenge, to rebel, goes away. 
So there is no real revolution hap¬ 
pening. You can’t think of a sexu¬ 
al revolution without simultane¬ 
ously thinking of a gender revolu¬ 
tion, a class revolution and a caste 
revolution. I feel a great sense of 
bonding with the Dalit people, 
who are disempowered because of 
caste just as I am because of my 
sexuality. The relationship be¬ 
tween an upper-caste Brahmin 
and a Dalit is similar to a hetero¬ 


sexual person and gay person in 
terms of what privileges you have 
and what you don’t have. In fact I 
have a relationship with a Dalit 
boy. For him to be gay and Dalit 
is a double disprivilege. I met him 
as I have met so many other casu¬ 
al lovers who have then disap¬ 
peared. The novel I am planning 
to write is based on this relation¬ 
ship. 

What about class issues? You 
mentioned that you wouldn't nec¬ 
essarily take people you meet for 
casual encounters to a party. 
Would you take him? 

Among some upper-class gays in 
Bombay there is great class bias. 
And he wouldn’t fit there. But, as 
I said, for me gayness is transgres¬ 
sion and subversion. I am not in 
favor of gay marriages because 
then we get co-opted into the di¬ 
alectic of straight culture and pa-

S omewhere in the middle of 
the overwrought Mozart set 
in mezzo-soprano Jennifer 
Larmore’s comprehensive recital 
at Herbst Theater last Thursday, I 
remember thinking that if the red- 
haired Georgia peach were paired 
on stage with baritone Bryn Terfel, 
the first ten rows of the audience 
would have to be issued hard hats 
and asbestos face masks. 

After several generations of 
dreary, sober, tasteful singers near¬ 
ly killed off the art form, a new 
bunch of flame-throwers — Lar¬ 
more, Terfel, Cecilia Bartoli, Dmitri 
Hvorostovsky, Wolfgang Holzmair 


— have remade the song recital 
into an enthralling, overwhelming, 
gonad-tickling, sometimes ex¬ 
hausting “event.” Not always, alas, 
to the benefit of the music. 

The problem with Larmore 
has nothing to do with her voice 
or technique. She has more than 
enough of both. But she seems to 
be suffering from a Bartoli com¬ 
plex. The darling Cecilia, without 
paying any dues, was elevated to 
international stardom by an 
adroit combination of her own 
talent and extraordinary hype. 
Meanwhile, the American mezzo 

— every bit Bartoli’s equal in 
sheer vocal endowment — toiled 
in baroque obscurity in Europe. 

You only have to listen to Lar¬ 


more’s recordings from this era — 
the finest may be Handel’s Giulio 
Cesare with conductor Rene Ja¬ 
cobs, period instruments, and the 
adorable Barbara Schlick as 
Cleopatra (Harmonia Mundi; 
four discs) — to recognize that 
Larmore is the best baroque 
singer America has produced 
since Marilyn Horne. Baroque 
laurels were not enough for the 
ambitious mezzo, however; her el¬ 
egant Cesare has yielded now to 
the aggressive gargoyle we en¬ 
countered in SF Opera’s recent 
Barber of Seville , on her new 
recording of Carmen (Teldec), 
and sometimes in this solo recital. 

The voice is so big and beauti¬ 
ful that you want to scream, 
“Knock it off!” when she preten¬ 
tiously distorts the vowels in 
Dido’s “Lament” (“When I yam 
laid in earth”) or in Rossini’s “La 
Regata Veneziana” (a Bartoli spe¬ 
cialty). In her American set, which 
included the traditional “He’s 
Gone Away,” arranged by local 
composer Jake Heggie, Larmore 
introduced at least eight different 
accents in five songs, from broad 
Irish to Southern sweetie pie. I’m 
sure she has intellectual justifica¬ 
tion for delivering “At the River” 
like a pious Sunday school 
teacher, but I don’t want to know 
what it is. 

Yet, if one thought that over¬ 
singing, overinterpreting, and 
overacting were Larmore’s entire 
musical personality, they were 
confounded by her French and 
Spanish sets. Two Gounod songs, 
“L’absent” and “Bolero,” were de¬ 
livered with a spray of vocal eroti¬ 
cism (encouraged by the rhythmic 
strumming of piano accompanist 
Antoine Palloc) while Spanish 
songs by Nin, Obradors and Guas- 
tavino emerged sensual, relaxed, 
and heated to just the right tem¬ 
perature. Jennifer Larmore has a 
great voice, but she will not be a 
great artist until she stops 
wrestling with music and learns 
instead to surrender to it. T 
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triarchal values, which have been 
responsible for our repression in 
the first place. So if I found some¬ 
body from my own class then it’s 
like everything else is the same as 
in any straight marriage! That to 
me is not interesting at all. 

Of course love and sexual at¬ 
traction is involved, too. But I was 
always attracted very strongly to 
people from the working classes. 
People say this is a gay thing, but I 
find it fits in well with how I per¬ 
ceive my gayness as subversive ac¬ 
tivity. 

How did "Bomgay" come about? 

Riyad Wadia, who made the doc¬ 
umentary Fearless Nadia [SF Les¬ 
bian and Gay Film Festival 1994], 
wanted to film some of my stories. 
Meanwhile, the Iowa workshop 
asked me to bring some video 
recordings of my work. I asked 
Riyad if he could help. He was 
originally going to just film me 
reading. But after he read the six 


poems, he wanted to make them 
into short films. And now it just 
premiered at the London Film 
Festival. 

It seems that in the West gay 
themes are permissible in litera¬ 
ture as long as they end tragical¬ 
ly, or at least wistfully. Is that 
true in India? 

A lot of people think my stories 
are pessimistic. But my writing 
tends to have a lot of self-depreca¬ 
tion and irony. So I think my pes¬ 
simistic endings have to do with 
that. 

What's next? 

In December I go back to India. 
Back to what is my reality. ▼

Soul brother melt-down 

N ew York performer 
Idris Mignott dons 
several identities in 
his one-person tour-de¬ 
force Banjy Pussy Raging, 
coming to Josie’s November 
27. Mignott’s show, called a 
“testament to the power of 
the attitude problem” by 
the Village Voice, explores, 
analyzes, and defies stereo¬ 
types about women, sexual¬ 
ity, class, race and glamour. 

About the title, Mignott 
says “banjy” refers to gay 
men of color, a butch per¬ 
sona, “sort of a gay home- 
boy’ term”; “pussy” recalls the pejorative expression for an effemi¬ 
nate man; and “raging” is slang for having a good time and being 
angry at “those things that make us crazy.” 

Idris Mignott is an award-winning writer, performance artist, 
and self-described “soul brother from way back.” Banjy Pussy Rag¬ 
ing is directed by Daisy von Scherler Mayer, who has directed many 
off-Broadway shows and recently directed (and co-wrote) the 
movie Party Girl, starring Parker Posey. Banjy Pussy Raging runs 
through December 8 at Josie’s Cabaret and Juice Joint, 3583 16th St 
Cal!

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Philadelphia, Susann was never 
the bashful, stammering convent 
school girl that she later falsely 
claimed to have been, but was an 
outrageous enfant terrible whose 
irrepressible chutzpah emerged as 
early as 15, when, livid with anger, 
she lept into the ring of a profes¬ 
sional wrestling match to slap, 
kick, and claw the brute who was 
mauling an athlete she had a 
crush on. She was later to put her 
skills as a wrestler to good use 
when, smiling broadly, she re¬ 
portedly snatched the silver cup 
out of the hands of a judge at a 
beauty contest before he had the 
chance to announce another win¬ 
ner, thus stealing the award for the 
“prettiest girl in Philadelphia,” to 
say nothing of the ballsiest, brassi¬ 
est, and most vulgar. 

Such were the early years of a 
woman Truman Capote once 
dubbed “a truck driver in drag” 
(although he later apologized to 
the truck drivers), “a born trans¬ 
vestite” whose hilarious antics and 
appalling sense of style have be¬ 
come almost synonomous with 
the ’60s and early ’70s. Barbara 
Seaman’s camp tour-de-force 
Lovely Me, now in re-issue from 
Seven Stories Press, takes the read¬ 
er from Susann’s earliest years as 
an aspiring gynecological surgeon 
in Toyland to her final months in a 
hospital when, dying of breast 
cancer at the age of 56, this former 
beauty queen grew a full beard 
from the ravaging hormonal ef¬ 
fects of chemotherapy. Seaman 
has done a magnificant job in 
bringing to life a woman she de¬ 
scribes, with sympathy, humor, 
and respect, as a kind of feminist 
juggernaut, a hard-nosed careerist 
who was such a lousy housewife 
that her refrigerator was always 
bare, save for cocktail mixes and 
the Nembutal suppositories she 
used to put herself to sleep. 

Susann started her career as an 
unsuccessful show girl who kept 
herself in shape by going on crash 
diets of “dexies” and scotch, a 
toxic combination that enabled 
her to pour herself into the slinky 
outfits with plunging necklines 
that she once called her “sireen” 
dresses. She moved from bit parts 
in chorus lines to television com¬ 
mercials for such products as 
Schiffli embroidery, whose long- 
running advertisements brought 
her a kind of notoriety. (Al¬ 
though, after the company canned 


her, she announced on a popular 
radio program that “I would 
sooner wear a salami around my 
neck than a Schiffli embroidered 
collar”) Through her theatrical 
work, she struck up a friendship 
(which quickly escalated into a 
full-scale lesbian obsession) with 
Ethel Merman, as well as with a 
chubby Bronx housewife who fell 
head over heels in love with Su¬ 
sann after spotting her in a chorus 
line, even buying her off the auc¬ 
tion block at a charity fundraiser. 
Aside from a few brief flings with 
women, however, Susann was 
both a committed heterosexual 
and an outspoken proponent of 
oral sex, a self-proclaimed swal¬ 


money she made and the interna¬ 
tional attention she received, lit¬ 
erature was not a real vocation 
for Susann but a means to an end 
— fame. (She once said, with 
withering scorn, “I don’t think 
any novelist should be concerned 
with literature.”) If she could have 
achieved her goal in some less 
onerous way — by launching her 
own line of perfume or marrying 
into the Royal Family — one sus¬ 
pects she would have welcomed 
the opportunity and saved herself 
all the sweat and tears of squab¬ 
bling with the contemptuous ed¬ 
itors who reluctantly undertook 
the Herculean task of creating a 
crude semblance of order out of

lower who often lectured her 
friends on the medicinal proper¬ 
ties of semen, which she believed 
contained essential “vitamins and 
minerals,” as well as hormones 
that made it “great for your skin.” 
(“I use it as a facial mask whenev¬ 
er I can ...You leave it on ten min¬ 
utes until it stiffens, then wash it 
off with cold water,” a character 
explains in “Once Is Not 
Enough.”) 

Realizing that she was getting 
nowhere in show business, Su¬ 
sann began fumbling around des¬ 
perately for some other means of 
fulfilling her prophecy to her 
friend Thelma and, quite by acci¬ 
dent, lighted on an old clunker of 
a manual typewriter. Beginning in 
the early 1960s, when she pub¬ 
lished her first book, Every Night, 
Josephine!, about her poodle, 
whose toenails she painted blue 
and whom she spoiled with 
caviar, Bloody Marys, and 
chopped-liver birthday cakes, 
writing became the key to her 
success, especially three steamy 
blockbusters whose salaciousness 
and yellow-journalistic wallowing 
in the decadent lives of sex-crazed 
celebrities earned her more than 
$8,000,000 between 1966 and 
1972. Valley of the Dolls, The Love 
Machine, and Once Is Not Enough 
ushered in the era of the literary 
superstar whose astronomical ad¬ 
vances have been impoverishing 
less well-known writers ever 
since. 

Despite the vast sums of 


the rambling, incoherent pages of 
pap she spewed forth in such co¬ 
pious quantities. Susann embod¬ 
ies a very modern concept of 
celebrity, in contrast to the old- 
fashioned view of fame as the just 
reward for the gifted artist, the 
great genius whose unusual abil¬ 
ities merited the attention of 
enormous audiences of admirers. 
She was a fundamentally talent¬ 
less person who stumbled into 
the arts, not because she had any 
natural skill as a performer or 
writer, but because she was in 
love with publicity, eager to 
thrust herself into the limelight 
even though she had nothing to 
sell and was utterly bereft of any 
innate aptitude, except, of course,

Two big deals 

T wo noteworthy events coming 
up this week: 

Big Deal is an art exhibition 
and sale on Saturday, November 23 
benefiting Visual Aid, the non-profit 
agency which presents and preserves 
the work of Bay Area visual artists liv¬ 
ing with AIDS and other life-threaten¬ 
ing illnesses.

Candle in the Night: Four Sea¬ 
sons in the Life of a Man with 
AIDS by Duncan Campbell; Re¬ 
gent Press, $10 

entered upon the writing of 

this book with the naive per- 
I spective that life and death are 
separate entities” begins Duncan 
Campbell in his meditative mem¬ 
oir, Candle in the Night: Four Sea¬ 
sons in the Life of a Man with 
AIDS. A book primarily dealing 
with the acceptance stage of 
death, Campbell views his life and 
death as the progression of the 
seasons. A lifelong gardener and 
professional landscaper, his final 
teacher is his own backyard; more 
specifically, a stand of sunflowers 
which comes to represent not 
only himself, but his many friends 
and lovers also afflicted with 
AIDS. 

Standing eye to eye with the 
central metaphor of his tale, he 
feels “suddenly apprehended, 
seen. It was like looking into the 
mirror at some essential green 
version of myself.” Waiting for it 
to bloom, it gives him the courage 
to carry on. When it finally does 
bloom, he is horrified to discover 
an “ugly gash” made by an earwig 
right in the center and heart of the 
flower. He attacks the insect fero¬ 
ciously and violently tears it out, 


overcome and ultimately 
ashamed of his response, but 
lamenting at how he had “wanted 
a model of perfect health to be¬ 
lieve in ... I wanted to be the sun¬ 
flower — the tallest, the 
strongest.” 

This incident becomes yet an¬ 
other confrontation with the 
shadow of death, and another les¬ 
son in acceptance. And in Jungian 
fashion, the author writes that 
“perhaps I will find that what we 
call ‘illness' is really just an aspect 
of a much larger process of com¬ 
ing into wholeness, into more 
complete health.” But he doesn’t 
spare us his grief and anger. He’s a 
man dying with courage, but he 
writes with that same courage, 
freely admitting to his inability to 
always be strong and wise. 

Devastatingly 

heartbreaking 

Aside from his own travails, 
Campbell shares the stories of los¬ 
ing a dozen friends along the way, 
watching “the sunflowers” in his 
garden “collapsing under the 
weight of their own seed.” What is 
essential for Campbell and typical 
of his view is in seeing the “seed,” 
not just the wrecked fallen car¬ 
casses. His memories of trips to 
the Russian River with a former 
lover who has since died are 
heartbreakingly portentous. One 
summer they turned over their 
canoe, losing everything but each 


other, just as they have now, years 
later at the end of their lives. 

Campbell’s book can be devas¬ 
tatingly heartbreaking, and it is at 
least partially because of the fact 
that he did not see himself as a 
professional writer, that a lot of 
the poignancy comes through. He 
employs a technique of convers¬ 
ing with actual dead friends 
throughout the book, as if you, 
the reader, were eavesdropping on 
his personal letters. At times, he 
addresses you directly, as he when 
he implores you to “please light a 
candle for me when I go.” 

Campbell was a successful 
composer and vocalist, though he 
only hints at these activities in this 
work. I had hoped to learn more 
about that part of his life. Some 
readers may find his use of nature 
imagery a bit old-fashioned or 
cliche, but he has a way of fresh¬ 
ening up even overused 
metaphors. It’s his frankness and 
accessibility that make his book so 
readable and easy to recommend. 
It’s one of the few books about 
AIDS that I’ve been able to share 
with my middle-aged parents, 
aunts and uncles. 

Ultimately, this is a book as 
much about gratefulness as death. 
Campbell’s gift to us all, and the 
importance of this book, lie in his 
providing us with a glimpse at the 
possibilities of dying with dignity, 
grace, and even a kind of joy in 
the wonder of it all. ▼

Crime and punishment 


by Gary Morris 


J ohn Boorman’s an¬ 
nihilating 1967 
crime thriller “Point 
Blank” doubles as a vi¬ 
cious satire of corporate 
America. This one has it 
all — Lee Marvin’s almost 
supematurally capable hit 
man; John Vernon’s oily 
gangster; Angie Dickin¬ 
son’s world-weary sex kit¬ 
ten; Carroll O’Connor’s 
neurotic, befuddled corporate criminal. Marvin’s “Walker” (his 
handle serves as both forename and surname) is double-crossed by 
his gang, robbed of his share in a deal, shot and left for dead. Res¬ 
urrected by sheer force of will, he cunningly kills his way to the top 
of “the Syndicate” a thinly veiled symbol of the corporations that 
were already clogging up the landscape in the late ’60s. 

Boorman’s strategies are innovative and breathtaking, from the 
sterile, suffocating textures of modern life that trap his characters —- 
marble floors, flocked wallpaper, glass walls everywhere — to the 
complex structure of flashbacks, flashforwards, and dream sequences 
that smash narrative continuity as surely as Lee Marvin’s fist con¬ 
nects with a jaw. Critics are still arguing about the ending (is the 
whole film a dream?), but not about Boorman’s achievement. ▼

her uncanny knack for PR, which 
she elevated to an art form in its 
own right. Susann was a woman 
who coveted with such fierce in¬ 
tensity those 15 minutes that 
Warhol proclaimed as our in¬ 
alienable right that, by sheer force 
of will, she defied the odds and 
monopolized our attention for a 
full half-hour. 

Seaman is particularly insight¬ 
ful in her analysis of how Susann 
waged the historic campaigns of 
self-promotion she single-hand¬ 
edly orchestrated like a Roman 
general, conquering everyone 
from the lowliest store clerks at B. 
Dalton to the grizzled Teamsters 
who shipped her books, buttering 
up salesmen and brown-nosing 
the jobbers for the major chains. 
She performed such stunts at the 
American Book Sellers Conven¬ 
tion as setting up a wet bar that 
served a noxious concoction 
called the “Love Machine Cock¬ 


tail” (which one of its victims de¬ 
scribed as a “liquid laxative”). “A 
new book,” she proudly an¬ 
nounced, “is just like any new 
product, like a new detergent,” 
adding, “I have no interest in 
artistic triumphs that are financial 
losers. If I had to make a choice 
between the two, I would take the 
dough.” 

What this extremely entertain¬ 
ing biography makes particularly 
clear is how the publicity appara¬ 
tus has become so sophisticated in 
the world of commercial publish¬ 
ing that it has entirely displaced 
the need for books, which have 
become superfluous in a system 
that can commandeer the public’s 
attention simply through adver¬ 
tising, through a media blitz that 
can whip up frenzied interest in 
any rotten old egg that some tacky 
broad with orange lips and false 
eyelashes chooses to lay. ▼
